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ABSTRACT 

This document, comprising the second of two parts, 
contains testimony examing the vulnerability of today's youth to 
health problems because of risky sexual behaviors and substance 
abuse, emd how adolescents may be encouraged to make healthy choices. 
An opening statement by Representative Patricia Schroeder is 
presented.

nuiICS. PREGNANCY. HIV. AND OTHt31 STDs Tff HEATEN 
HKALTH OF MH JJONS OF YOUTH 

• Eight million Junior and senior high schooi siudenis (nearly 40% of 
this poputation) report wecklr coiBumption of alooted, indwling 5.4 
million students who have "Mnged* with five or more drinks in a 
row, and 454,000 who repon an average weekly consumption of 15 
drinks, (U.S. Department of Health and Human Services (DHHS], 
1991) 

• In 1989, 91% of graduating high school seniors reponed having 
consumed alcohol. 44% had used marijuana, 19% had used 
stimulants, 18% had used inhalants, 10% hwl used oocaiiK, and 9% 
reported having used hallucinogens. (National Insiiiuie of Drug 
Abuse. 1990) 

• Approximately 1.1 million teenage girls become pregnant every year. 
In 1988. nearly 489,000 babies were bom to girb under age 20 and 
the birth rate for girls ages 15-17 was at its highest level since 1977 
with 33.8 births per 1,000 population. (DHHS. 1990; National 
Center for Health Sutistics, 1990) 

• Of AIDS cases reported in the U.S. by April 30. IC^l, one in five 
was among young wlults in their twenties. The avera^ latency 
period between HIV infection and AIDS diagncsis is eight to ten 
years, therefore, many young ^ulls probably were infected as 
adolescents. The total number of AIDS cases reported among 
persons ages 13-24 increased by 75% between 1989 and 1990. 
(Centers for Disease Control {CDC}. 1991) 

• Three million teens are infeaed with a 'sxually transmittal disease 
(STD) annually. Nearly two-thirds (63%) of all STD cases occur 
among persons under 25 years of age. Adolescents have higher 
rates of gonorrhea and chlamydia than any other age group. Left 
untreated, these d^e^es may lead to pelvic inflammatory disease 
which can cause infertility or fetal loss. (CDC 1991; American 
Social Health Association, 1991)

• A \^ sufwy of over 4,000 publk: sdiool te^diers «*o provide sex 
education ftjuod that while 75% believed that a wide ranne of topics 
related »o the preventkm of pr^nancy and infection should be 
taught bcfbte the end of the seventh grade, only 35% reported that 
sex edncatton was provided in grades seven and eight. Virtually all 
teacbera (97%) felt that sex education classes should include 
information about how students can obtain birth control, but only 
48% were in schools where this was doiM.

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groups, UniveraW of Wyoming among them, that have {nroduced 
this within a local amimunity. 

I repr»ent a very roral district I have gc^ 25 
countks al<8)g North Floz^ and I have visited any number of 
thow Khools, and tiioy just are not going to have the wherewithal 
to put something like that toother. , . , 

I would suggest that you are not goin^ to need a study to decide 
wi^tl^ mr not ymi need a vMeo.

Ms. Ray. My name is Eleshia Ray, and I am in the Terrific 
PEERS Pn^ram. 

Chairwoman Schboeder. Could you move the microphone a little 
closer to you? I am having a little trouble hearing up here. There 
you go. 

Ms. Ray. Good morning to all of the members of the Select Com- 
mittee on Children, Youth, and Famili«i. 
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I would l ihe t o thank Congresswoman Patricia Schroeiter for 
giving the PEERS Pn^ram an opporttmity to be Heard. 

1^ muTO S9 Sediia Ray. I a m ISy wrB 4M, and this is tl^ start 
of my secfmA y^ witii Tienific PEERS* 

I know vou are thinking, ''What qu^Ufies her to be an AIDS edu- 
cator?*' Well, ^ all receive between 40 to 45 hours ^ trainii^, 
y^^bkh we took over a period of five Saturdays, I learned all about 
HIV and AIDS trammimfam, preventicm, testing, tee^ pr^^nancy, 
STD, and drug ainise, I Iranied about peer pr»»ure, good dedacm- 
making skills, wlf-esteCTi and le^tership. 

The program also taught ho w to prepare presentaticms and 
do public speaking. When I joined PEERS, I was very ahy, and it 
was hard for me to exprex my c^inion. Now I am not as shy, and I 
can speak in front rf' an audience. 

Last year alone PEERS conducted €7 presentations in the com* 
munity. We also went on field trip9 to help our personal develop- 
ment Terrific PEERS visited Lifelink, an oiganization run by per- 
sons living with AKKS, D.C. Hospital's boaider babies, the CADAC 
Drug Unit at St Elizabeth Hospital, and the Walter Reed Medical 
Museum, to name a few. 

Teens and adults usually respond ell to our presentation, and I 
think it is because we come acro» like we know what we are talk- 
ing about and are not afraid to say what we know. 

Programs like PEERS are important in the fight to reduce risky 
behaviors among teens, I think that the federal government a>uld 
best serve the needs of adolracents by funding more programs and 
organizations to do creative education, focused on different typra of 
risky behavior. 

Also, the government could develop more comprehensive h«dth 
care facilities for adolescents or at least have comprehensive com- 
ponents at existing clinics, 

I know that I am only 16, but my experience says adults will 
have to try some new methods or praaibly 1(^ many of today's 
youth.

^As^'educatore, we try to influence adolescent decisions r^rdir^ 
health issues. We demonstrate to our peers how a lot of th«r be- 
haviors are unhealthy and can lead to AII» and, finally, to death. 

We communicate our message through role plays, videos, rap and 
straight talk. I beUeve the message is better received by the teens 
we are trying to educate because we are teens also, not adulto. We 
are on the same level. , , • * *• 

Also, our peers are impressed that we have so much mformation 
to offer and are able to articulate it. ^ ■ i u u • 

I never participated in sex, drugs or any other nsky behaviors, 
but PEERS has helped me to make the decision to contmue to at^ 
stain from risky behaviors, and Terrific PEERS has truly helped 
me to increa^ my confidence and self-esteem. „ r *u 

In closing, let me say adulte usually think they have all of the 
answers, but sometimes that is not true. So give the youth a chance 
to help with the answers. .

F&rents cannot bMCin to combat these behaviors without first r^- 
izins that their chMien may be at ri^ even if they are Mrt of Uie 
id^ American Dream families like Uie Nelams and the Huxta- 
bles. 

-Hie influences which exist outo^ the family are very strong. 
We live in an information age. If our duldren do not get the infor- 
maticm from us, they will get it firom other sources which may not 
necessarily reflect our ^ues m our points view. 

Parents have to be willing to talk with tiieir childrwi about sex, 
dnwBj AIDS, dedi^jn-making, and anything else which may affect 
theuHwhavior and their safe^. u «o 

Parents have to also be prepared to answer tiie nara questions 
wiUi honesty and with courage, begin to diare information at an 
early a^, and as they gwwi w can increase the amount ot infor- 
mation we share, as weU as the ways in which we s^re it. 

Tb do this, parents must be comfortable with discuaang th^se 
topics because it is important not to convey to your children that 
there is something wrong or that they are wrong to come to you. II 
you are uncomfortable as a paront with this role, what can you aoi 

Piret, you can discuss it with each other as parents, role play 
what you will say and how you will say it. 

Seek out up-todate information and familiarize yourself with it. 
Be aware of tne current debates. ^ ^ ^ . 

Do not isolate yourself. Talk to other parents. Fmd out how they are 

handling it ^ ■ _j * 

Be propped to listen, and please be open. Do not act surprised at 
what they say or how they say it. Keep m mind that as parent^ we 
give our children morals and values, but they must make them 
work in today's world. We caxmot do tiiis for them. _ 

Some of their peiBpectives will be different because their experi- 
ence and their ftame of reference is different, just as ours was 
somewhat different from our parents. 

The idea that talking about certain behaviors wiU encourage wu 
to participate in these behaviors is, in my opinion, dangerous. Not 
knowing aU the fects seems more like it wiU make ywing prople 
curious. Not being open makes them wonder what is the big deal, 
and it makes them more determined to find out and to know about 

Finally, in terms of prevention activities for so-called minority 
youth, I believe that the best, most effective way to ievelop such 
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prpgranM would be to bring together frontline people alzeady work- 
ing with youth and allow them to come up with appr^aea and 
programs. 

^so, in bringing youtii together as a group, it would be impoi^ 
tant to uudude youth who have, in fact, benefitted from audi mo- 
jjMas and thus have had an opportunity to experience a change in 
thfid r brfia vfors and a change in their attitudes. I believe that this 
will prove more efiective than blue ribbon panels and ivory tower 

AdditionaUy, I would like to add that economic opportunities and 
prevailing social conditions will always be factore impacting the re- 
alises and, thus, the behavior of so<alled minority youth. 

We are products of our environment, each of us. It can be an en- 
vironment with hope or one without hope, and each of you has the 
power to help determine that

Do you encounter that? And what do you do? I mean are you 
able to have them break Uirough some os that? What do you nnd 
are the Ugg^ inhibitorB in i»rents when it comes to Uik kind of 
ctnnmunicattfm? 

Ms. TouKE. My experience is that a lot of it is fmr. Before I 
wwi^ol with PWSBS, I worked as director for community aiucatim 
at the D.C. Ram Crisis Center for 18 years, and we have done pro- 
srama in the D.C. imblic sKrhools around child sexual alm%, and 
from that experience and leading into this, I have found that a lot 

parents are just fIrarfUl cK discussing th^ topics, and I find that 
a lot (tf ibeir fear u b^d on their being unomuortable, not having 
the information at hand themselves, oeing unclear in terms of 
what their actual opinicm or their feelings are regarding certain 
tomes. 

So it makra it very difBcult for them to be able to convey that 
information when they have not resold many of these imues 
ths!jnsel%^. I m^m certainly if we think about sex, we can think 
abmit how it was for ourselv^ and how it was for our parents and 
how unom. fortab? t was a lot of the time to talk alxmt it 

So I think that fluents have to educate thenuMlves and be able 
to nK>ve beyond feeling uncomfortable, and th^ certainly have to 
move away from the i^ that if th^ can somdiow shut the infor- 
mati<m out and keep the informati(m from their children, that 
their children will not be curious and will not seek it out because if 
they do not |^t the information dir«tly from their greats, they 
will get it from their peers. They will get it from TV They will get 
it some place. 

Chairwoman Schroeder. That is what I have always felt. 

What about the young people? Do you find you can work with 
kids to bring this up with their parents? Are there ways to get 
young people to be able to approach this with their parents? 

Ms. Ray. Well, they could get information to share with their 
parents and explain it edu<»te themi^lves so that they can edu- 
cate their adults. 

Chairwoman Schboedes. And do you find that they do that or is 
there any way to know? 

Ms. Ray. 1 really don't know. The presentations that we have, it 
seems as though mas^w the students, the way that they accept it 
that they may paas it on to peers and their adult parents, but there 
is no way of really knowing. 

Qiairwoman Schroeder. Congressman Wolf, do you have any 
questions?

what we want to do is proceed on and not waslU any more oi the 
witneraes' time^ and we can work forward in the fiiture to figure 
out what to do. 

tl^re anyone who hoB questions of this i»nel that they would 
like ty^ ask? 
Congx^BSsman Rowland. 

Mr. RowiAND. Yes. I want to talk atKHit a hiring that we had 
in Maccm, Gewgia yestorday on l^alth and education for adoles- 
cents and teenagers. It is certainly really a problem, and I wmild 
like to ask the witness^ 

One of the probkms that was focused upon yraterdav was the 
teenage or adolesront mother who has a child that alw beccmi^ a 
teenage or a^lescent mother, and that perpetuates itself and goes 
on. One of the witoe^ra that we had, who is black and is a princi 
pal <^ a h^ echoed Uiere now, said that her grandnu^her was a 
teenage mother, but her m<rther managed to break that cycle and 
give her children a chance to get an ^ucation, and this lady had 
become the principal of a high %hool. 

But it ib an awfully difficult thing to do, she said, because they 
have these children as a way of incr«ising the money coxuing into 
the family. Now, I would like to ask you: do you perceive it being 
that way? Is that one of the reamns that teenagers and adoleronts 
have children, to ^ more money coming into the family? Is that 
one of the motivating factors? 

Ms. Ray. Well, some people it seems as thot^h that is why they 
have children at a young age, but others, like it is a product of 
their environment Tliat is all they know. They have grown up 
aroimd their mother who was a teena^ mother. So they think that 
that is right So they do it and it continues until somebody reaches 
and tells them, you know, it is not right. 

Thsn as far £tf taking the money, I do not really think that that 
is why. You know, receiving welfare, is that what you are discuss- 



er. Rowland. You do not think that is the reason? 
Ms. Ray. No, I do not. I think it's because they are a product of 
their environment and they think that is right. 

Mr. Rowland. How do you break that? 1 gu^ that is a quration 
I am asking. 

Ms. Ray. Well, speaking with them, going to the root of the prob- 
lem, giving them information. 

Mr. Rowland. Are other teenagers doing that? 1 believe that you 
said that teenagers need to have the chance to provide information 
about the way that behavior should be; that they do not listen to 
adults as much, but they listen to other teenagers more. 

Ms. Ray. That is true because when adulte speak to teens, it is in 
an authoritetive way, and sometimes they do not listen. They 
listen, but they do not pa; attention to what teenagers or children 
are saying. 
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So wl^n peo|^ on their own level say it, it wems unxre real be- 
cause yoa see nt»n» ymi know, tte same affe group, and Uiey Uiink 
tiiat way, ami ttov say, 'X)h, well, hey, Inaybe that is torue/* 

Mr. Rowlanh. Ainm»» of educaticm? 

Ms. Rat, Excuse me? 

Mr* RowtANa A process of education* A process of education, is 
that the way that ymi haw to <teal with it? 
Ms. Ray. Yea 

Ms* Stroud. Or maybe nt3t even teenagers, Imt ma^ o^r teen- 
age mothers talk to otiier teens ah^ui m time, before thev even got 
into the »tuation (rf* beii^ pregnant, talked to them and let them 
know that it is not all that it is cracked up to be. It seems that 
they see that they are getting welfare or whatever; that if they are 
getting money, wey are making it. 

So if other teenage mothers talk to them ahead of time, maybe 
that rould ^p teenage pr^nancy. 

Mr* Rowland. Tliauok you* 

Chairwoman Schbo£DER* A good point, yes* 

Con^essman Peterson* 

Mr* Fetsbson* I v^nild like to follow up on that. We keep talking 
about the teenage mother* Obvioiwly *hen, we have teenage fa- 
thers, and how do we reach the male side of this eq^uation? 

If there is aiwbody that has to be educated in this proceffl, in the 
development oi respect and the rraponsibilities that go with being 
active sexually, it seems to be the male, and in your group, the 
PEERS group, for instance, how large is that group and how many 
malra are palrticii^ting in this group along wiUi you? 

Ms. TouHJL A couple of things* The peer group is cdbout from any 
given time between 10 and 18* It varies* The group is about 
tnree years old now* Last summer was the summer we had the 
largest perrentage of male participation, which was about five or 
six male youth, teens, and we felt that was very good, and we were 
very pl^i^* 

However, what we found was that there were some prcAlrais. 
The lure of sports was a pn^lem* Wanting to have actual, full-time 
paying jote was also a problem* It seemra that mai^ didn't have 
the same level jof interest in doii^ this kind of educational work. 

Now, I do some ccmlition things in conjunction with the Center 
for Population Options, which has a youth group, the Everyday 
Theater, tl^ Weight llieatOT Group, a»l we have all experienced 
difficulties with retaining imrticijmtion of mal^ on cm ongoing; 
ba^ the way tiiat yt'un^ women fi^m to be drawn to and {Mu-tia- 
pate in the groups* That is the first thing* 

Tlie %a>nd thing in regard to male responsibility, when we do 
the prewntations, one o{ the plaora tiiat we do them is at group 
homes, and these are group homes where males reside. When we 
do the male group homes, we do a two-part crepitation* The first 
part is focused primarily around AII^ and risky behaviors, and 
the second i»rt is fooimd around male responfflbilitv, which is a 
follow-up presentation, when we go back and we kind of role play 
around, ''Would you r^dly use me conikmi? What are the thu^ 
that would keep you from using a condom or the things that wpwd 
encourage you to use a condomr ' And kind of try to explore things, 
like if a girl came and told you that she was pr^r^^an^ how would 
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vou respond. Would you immediately rrapcmd, '^nik is not mv 
mby" (H* ''ymi're having Gonial relaticms with otli^ j^eofjp^ too/' 
or whatever, and really to explore with tl^n wlmt ke^ tl^m 
tnmx umng a condom or what would imccNirage tb^n to use a 
o(mdi»n and what would be their responsibility in these kinds ci 
fidtuattons. 

P^rmnally, I feel thai it wcmld be very effective if th^ie v?as a 
group of ycmng n^ m a p.'wkHninantly male group that developed 
scmie rde pl^ and things and a wbx^ jancgram ^t footed 
around male r^pcmsibility and took that crat ainl challenged other 
youiwpeoF^. 

I think also a part of ^e problem for young men tlut rame- 
1k>w the ^ea ctf being abstinrat or saying no whatever makes 
ymi lem macho, puts your true maleness in questicm, and it should 
not be that way, ai^ i think that tl^ need role modds that can go 
out and challenge that, and th€^ need ycmng mra vrbo can explore 
that whole trBin <rf thought, and I tliink that is very essentials 

lliere are a few videos. There is one ^dled ''Male Respomibility'' 
<mt Or^n that is a group df young African Amerkan males 
^i9bo are in a rap group with a group le^r, and some of them 
have children; scnne do not; and some are considering becoming 
sexually active. 

And tl^ are talking about what that m^ns, and they have a 
few rap scmgs or whatever, and it is very good* It is very good be- 
cause it raisra those issues. 

However, I do not see a lot of that kind of information and that 
amiroach being used, and I think that is needed. 

Mr. Peterson. I agree. I thin& if we are going to break this cycle, 
we cannot just concentrate on the teenage motber. We are going to 
have to concentrate on that teenage father as well and br^k this 
wimp factor that you are speaking to to some d^pree becai^ if we 
do not do that, we are just not ever going to achieve any break- 
through on what you are talking abcnit 

So lappredate your comments. Thank you very much. 

Chairwoman So^sdsr. Does anyone else have questions? 

Congresswoman Collins. 

Ms. CoLUNS. Tliank ^u. Madam Chair. 

I have to say that Mr. Peterson is on the right track. In Michi- 
gan, ifiiien I was a state representative, I ^t jparaed t)^ sex educar 
tion, birth control l^islation in rraiponse to Planned Parenthood's 
Alan Guttmacber Institute book. Eleven Million Teexiagers. What 
can be done about ti^ epidemic of adolescent pr^nancy in the United 
States? Spraiking of sexually-^^tive teenagers, and the main remon I 
dki that wm beq^use I felt that the te^iage ^Is were gettii^ their 
information from tiie teenage boys, who got theirs in the back room and 
in the alley. 

Since then I have foimd that the teenage pr^nancira have gone 
up, not down, in Michigan, but I also read m an article in maybe 
Time or Newsvreek Magazine that the percentage of teeni«e pr^- 
nancies were not that much drastically different in the ITM's and 
in Of (x>ur8e, people g^t married much earlier in those 

days, but ^e raging hormones existed in those days as well as they 
do today. 
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But the differrace, I think, was in the resoonsihility aspect of it 
If a girl got laK^nant, I gmss atstomaticauy tl^ were marri«*<L 
The girl and boy were married, and todiQr's sodety does not have 
those Barae cwwitifflw of not just sdiolgan marriage, but because 
they wanted to get married- 

I think that perhiq» we need to zero in on the teenage Either, on 
jMUCTtal re^ponsdMlity, and I do kiM)w that sometimes in our oran- 
munity it is macho to have a baby, but if somehow or other we 
ewld gat i^roas the n^raage that it b not nuffiho to have a bal^ 
unkss ymi are takii^ care of the l»by, it mifi^t be a Ug diflimKice. 

It vnmld be veiy good if stmse pn^rams could be insututed at an 
ear^ use <m male responaibiUty. 

Bis. ItHTBS. I agree with that, and wiUi all due respect, I ^ need 
to say l^re that I think that in instituting jmj^rama that wmild 
address the question of male responsilnlity, I thmk that for tlK»e 
programs to be effective, we wmud have to lock at the wlxde atti- 
twte of males in r^ard to sex in this soc^y, and that is somewhat 
difficult to da 

I mean it is like we zero in on a foece of «»nething, a small piece 
of the picture, and ^rant to tiiat, but very often it is 

doomed to failure rjiless we can look at the whole picture, and the 
whole picture fhan my perqiective has a lot to «> with the atti- 
tudes tnat males in our soc^ty have in r^ard to aax. 

You tell daughters to, you know, close your legs, and vou tell 
males to go out and sow their wild oats. So ymi already have an 
initialconfUctgoingrightfnmi the very beginning. , . 

The wvnnan's status In society is <^ten based on ^'is she a vugm or 
n<rt". lixere is value in being a virgin, but if the guy sits in the 
locker room and says he a viigin, tl^ all tl^ (^her gujrs are 
going to laugh at him. So, of course, he is going to lie axA talk 
about, "Yeah, you know, I «ot," whatever, and, "Yeah, I had her 
and I had her and I had her/' 

So I think that we have to do a whole thing, a whole societal 
thing in terms ci oraveyin|r attitwtes that say that it is okay not to 
be sexually active at any javen tin^ if 3^ choose not to be. 

Ms. CoiuNS. Mi^am Oiair, finally, I think her points are well 
taken, and it seems almost insurmotmtable to think of ch a ngin g all 
of society's attitudes about male sex versus female sex. Howev- 
er, it can hajqien. 

I remember the sejnial revoluticm. Was that the 1970s? It kind of 
passed me by, but I think it was the 1970s, and I thought America 
would never get back on a morality track, and then we had these 
horrible diseases come about, herpes and AIDS, and, boy, tiwre was 
a turn-around, I Uiink, in that free sex mentality in Anierica. 

So I am not willing any horrible diseues, but perhaps we could 
make it just as unpopular to have uiuafe £»x, you know, for teen- 
agers as the disuses did for the adults.

Chairwoman 8cmuyaaR. A very important point, and I must say 
your wisdom is just amazing that you exude. 

I think what the chair had better do is call up the next panel 
unless there is some emergency question because we are running 
out of time. Let me thank you very much, anu the next panel that 
we have is a very distinguished group. 
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We have, first (tf all. Dr. SdivezsUHie, mho k tl^ prosidrat d tl» 
hoaid of directoiB of the Sex Infiamstkm and Edtication Ocmr^ d 
the United States tnm W&ltpart, Omiracticiit; Gil Walker, who is a 
commifgrioner of U» Qik»go Hcamka Authority and the Mithiii^t 
Brnk e tball Lei^iia Tlaat is very exdting because we want to li^ 
how xnotiv&tB your males, and he is aocompanfed hy m8 of tli6 
^ay«rs, Mr. Selpb, and we are very happy to have tl^ two you 
ben. Maybe ycHi can answer smne oi ihe questioiis we were <^uing 
with just a mcmioit mo. 

We have Dr. John Lyras, who is Uie WBodate po fess o r of psydii- 
atry, DsydKdqgy ai^ medicine at Northwe^;em University Mraical 
SdiooL We have Bnmfmi Msml^ who is the eseeutive dar^tor oi 
the Governor's Council on Aibdescent Pregnancy in &dtimore, 
Ma^land* i^soraimnied by GaUiy Gardall, a i»rent oi a member oi 
the Teen Cmmcil Program, and Dr. Bradley Haytoii, who is the imblic 
pp^ky resrardi manager of the Focus on The Family in Fomona, 
Calinramia. 

We welcome this very, very distinguished panel thi& morning, 
and w will put all of your testimony in the record, and if each of 
you care to summarize tliat wcnild be just fine. 

So if we can, Dr Selverstone, let us start with you.

Dr. SfiLVESOTONE. M^lam Chairwoman. 

Chairwoman Schboeder. That is right Microi^ones help. They 
are such an affiravation. You would think they could work some- 
thii^ out. Thank ymi. 

Dr. S^VEBSTONS. M^iam Chairwoman and members of the 
select committee, I am grateful for your invitation to be here. My 
name is Bob Selverstone* Tm a psycholcqpst in private practice. I 
work with adc^Kents ai^ with rault ccmples who are struggling in 
thmr relati<m8hipe, and also with individual adults. 

I have also bten a tracher in the public schools for 30 years, 
starting in Brooklyn, New York, and for the last 26 years have 
been in Coiinecticat working in the ^x>ndaiy schools. 

TwenW years ago my school system asked me to be<x>me the Di- 
rector of Human Relations and (tevelop pn^rams in 6rug educa- 
tion, alcohol education, family life and sex ^ucation, ana human 
relations education, and indeed, for the last 15 years I have tought, 
actually co-taught, both a human sexuality cla^ and a values class 
at Staples Hi^ School in Westport. 

Each yrar I make between SO and 75 presentetions both to par- 
ents and grcHips of tem^hers, but predominantly to groui^ of imr- 
ents who are asking for help in doling with communication with 
their children, their children's wlf-esteem, and issues of sexuality. 

I am currently president of the board of directors of SHX^S, Sex 
Information and Education Council of the United Statra. 

I think what I would like to do is addre^ most directly the issue, 
Madam Chairwoman^ that you raised in terms of how parents can 
be mrat effecti^. SIECUS' mission statement is that we will sup- 
port the sexual righto of all people and rallect and disseminate in- 
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formatkm about s^niality and mj^ort comprdiei^ve sexuality 
education in the nation. 

I think fa most of us as porrats, our view c£ reality is our pro- 
jectkm frmn our own eiperkmcfr, that nM»t us grew up in a 
world in wUxh sexuality wm handled quite dififeroitly, ai^ indeed, 
fi^ moet oi tbe adult wimira in this audiraice, 20 percrat had pre- 
marital intommrM, Iwt iniked, &i perc^t waited until tl»y wore 
married beSrane Imvhig sex. 

Conently i^ is exactiy tl^ orooate. E^ty percent of w(Hnen 
have had raxual intmioourra bdore they set married, and so it's 
very difficult fbr as parents who know what our experience is, to 
understand that jnMing pcM^e are going tim>u{^ an expoienoe 
that is rather different frcm that 

Wh^ I parmts what was the prevailing raxual climate and 
attitiute as you grew up, mid c(mii»re ai^ cmtrast that with the 
sexual climate and attitucte as young pec^ are growing up, tl^ 
^t tl»re are bt^ advantages now and also significant 



And when I ask them if they would like tiieir children's sexual- 
ity ediKation to be a reprat oi Uieir own, they grimace and say, 
"Hraven help us. There lus got to be a better way than tlw way 
that I learned about it" 

Indeed, so many parents want help in sexuality education that 
tl^ Harris Poll reports it is between 85 and 90 percent of parents 
who agree that there should be sexuality education in the United 
l^tes. 

Last year SIECUS publi^ied a booklet called Sex Ed. 2000, 
sayinff by the y«ur 20W all dbildren ritould receive a)mjprehensive 
sexi^ty education from pi«-«^ux>l throu^ adulthood. Over 43 or- 
ganimticms have s^ned onto that soal, including the Ammcan 
Medical Association, the American Nurses Association, the Ameri- 
can School Health Association, Children's Defense Fund, Oiri^ 
Inc., YWCA, and so forth- They are like most groups in the United 
S^tes who really see this as e^ratial. 

Well, thm the questicm is: how do we go about J^pii^ parents 
provide sexuality education for their children? SIECUS believes, 
indeed, 1 think with moet peofple in the nation, tiiat parents are 
and ous^t to be the primary sex educators of tiieir own children. 

Period^»lly people talk about school-based or youth serving 
agency-based or religious o(mgr^ati<Hi-based se xu al i ty educaticm, 
and ask: "don't parents have the rii^t to be the sexualitv educa- 
tors of their children?" and our answer is, no, they don't have tiie 
right; tiiey have the obligation, which is far more powerful than 
the ri|^t 

Andwhat parents are saving is that "we know we're not doing a 
good enou^ jcb, please help us." Even if I were, indeed, the 
world's best parental sex educator, and in the sancti^ of the draw- 
ing rocmi shmied with my child the mystery and dd^t of 8ra^ual- 
ity, I would ill prepare my child for going out and doling with his 
or her sexuality in the world beoiuse, indeed, they ne«i experience 
talking about sex with peers because, indeed, that's where sexual- 
ity tak^ place. 

1 do three kinds of pn^rams involving i»rents. At the end of our 
regular high school course we invariably say to our students, "You 
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mu^ bring yimr mrmts in for a t^>-hour evening msicm so that 
they will see the kinds <rf thinra tibat we talk about/' 

And at the end d tlmt tmnbimr session, whidi is highly interac- 
tive, the ^larrats invariably say, 'Tliank livens, my children are 
experiencing this. I wkA I did i^^mi I was timi age.'' 

it srans to me that tha huitUa that gei in ti^ way id parmts 
talking about sex are three m fouifbld« I think for mxt <^ us there 
seraos to be a natural retiorace in thinking about our vounprters 
bdng sexual. I certainly mnmnber diaperirar my mm and daughter, 
ami to imi^ine that tlwt litUe bottom is godng to be locked at and 
touched by somecme else, I think, triggers a natural discomfort 

I think it is the rame kind of di^omfort that is triggered when 
chOdren or even lulults try to think about our own parents as 
sraual people. I susp^ that is very difficult even for us in this 
room. 

I think part of Uie r^mon why it is difficult — and one of the ways 
to get over it— is that parents' own sex education was in^lequate, 
8i» I think what we need to do is to help rrassure parents that 
they can learn. One erf* t^ rral mtrantag^ in 1991 versus 1941 and 
1951 is we now have excellent ^mrces of infcmnation. We know 
things that we did not Lnow before. 

I think a %<^nd d^mnfort has to do with language. The very 
language of sex is of%^ referr^ to as ''dirty words,'' and some 
words are so ofTensive that it is like somebody scraping their fin- 
gers along a chalUxmrd, and other words are so medical and so- 
phisticated that most of us r^dly do not understand them. So I 
think we need to develop a language that both adults and youth 
can a)nimunicate on. 

I think one of tl^ prd>lems is parents fear value conflict, and I 
think what we need to do is to acknowledge that and to recc^i^^ 
that in such a pluralistic nation as ours, there are indeed lots uf 
valura, and that one of the goals of democrsu^y is to help people 
become more tolerant of diversity, and certainly in terms of sexual 
ethics, there is lots of diversity, and I think we need to help people 
learn how to rommunicate about that. 

And, finally, I think is the issue of priva^« For m^ of us sex is 
a very private matter, and I am intr^ed that the group that per- 
formed b^ore you today talked abcnit "secrets'"; that one of the 
problems with egrets is we all go around believing we are the only 
ones who think or f^ this. As people can begin to talk about it, 
we recc^nize that it is not such a terrible thing. 

I guess the final thii^ I would like to addre^ is some of the dif- 
ferent^ between mothers and fathers as sexuality educators of 
children. The data tends to be that mothers are tcx educators twice 
as fre<]|uently as fathers. When I do a PTA pn^ram in lots of com- 
mimities, I applaud the five to seven fathers who come on top of 
the 30 to 70 mothers who arrive, and the data is that the only time 
that fathers are approached as sex educators ss frequently as are 
mothers is when those are fathers who are nontraditional; that 
th^ do the laundry, they do the owking, they do the caring of the 
children, and they are seen as 1^ fearsome authority figures, and 
therefore, people who can be approached with questions and con- 
cerns. 
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And the final thing has to do with the tad that re^ardi hflfi 
^nKHistnited fen- quite stnne time tlmt when mothers talk with 
their sons and daug^t»B abcmt sex, those daughters very often 
pos^Kme the initaatum oS odtia or sexual intercourse. However, 
when fethers talk with thrar seme ahout sexual intercourse, as was 
allt»ied by thB Imt ap^ksr, with sisne firequen^ thora young 
initiate sranial intercourse earlier, and I do think it has to do with 
a parva^ve nxual ethic among aoma rami who feel that it is macho 
to GP) out a»l to socn«, and I think the mewtge that we need to 
diare with peo]^ is that sexuality k nune than just groitate. It is 
tl» way U&at we relate to people, how we feel about CNirsehes as 
m&n and women, ai^ cmr ability to love and to ^re an J to respect 
the dignity ^ c^near pe^e. 

Researdi an sex education that attempts to measure the impact 
of five lesBcms oa rei»oductive Indogy and one or two hours of talk 
idMmt birth ccmtnd is irrelevant I think comfanhenaiYe sexually 
educati<m haa not hemi evaluated because it laa raraly beoi tr^ 
Knowledge and iniminadcm is essential, but it u in^ifficient We 
need to ai^owledge feelings and i^ues and attitudes and provide 
an opportunity f(xc young peo^ to talk about that with Midi other, 
and fre need to heap pecque dev^i^ communicatiMtt skills En that 
they can get mare information and give it, so that they can exprem 
th^ feelmgB and hear the feelings <^ others, and learn to make 
(tociid<ms ti^t are hi Uieir best interest and t^ interest of other 
people.

Mr. Walksr. Thank you. Good morning. Of course, my name b 

Gil Walker, and I am Uie Commissioner of the Midnight BasketbaU 

League in Chica^ Illinois. 
1^ honorable Members of the Select Committee on Children, 

Youth, and Families, I bring you greetings from our Chairman, Mr. 

We are honored to be here to testify in front of this partteular 
committee. Mr. J ane as I said, the C h ai rm a n of Chicago H(ms- 
ing Authority. S^nce he has been the Chairman, he came in with a 
new ideology, if you will, a new direction, that is, that if he is going 
to turn around tne conditions in public housing, he is going to have 
to shift his emj^i^s, shift his emphasis from buildings and mortar 
to people, people pn^rams. . 

He happened to be in New York on a particular occasion and 
heard about this program in Glen Arden, Maryland, right here m a 
suburb of Washington, DC, called the Midnight Basketiwll League, 
and i»ked us to investigate it, and we did. , , ^ „ . , ^, 

We found out that they were playing basketball between the 
houre of ten to two, those hours because those were the tune that 
crime was most prevalent in the commimity, and bad things were 
happening at that time. 

Of course, you know about all the problems that plague Chicago 
and other urtan immunities, the pmg problems that are runmng 
rampant In investigating this program, we thought it was some- 
thing that could woA in CSiic^, but of course, we feel that we are 
a little more sojAiffticated in Chicago when it comes to baskeitoall 
than they are in Glen Arden, Maryland. After all, we are the NBA 
clMunps and have MichaelJordan. , „ n n 

Chairw«mian Soibobdeb. I know. I know. Here come the Bulls. 

Blr. Walker. We mcked Rockwell Gardens and Henry Homer. 
You have to come to Rockwell to understand the (x>ndition8 there. I 
mean the gangs have taken over the community. You could not 
even go in the buildings to collect rent or to make any type of re- 
pairs. 

The Midnight Basketball Program is a structured, organized, so- 
phisticated program. It is not a rehabilitative program. It »s a pre- 
ventive program for young men between the ages « 18 and 25. 

What we did prior to going into that particular development, 
during this particular program, you have to do in any area pnor to 
briiu^ some type of resources, some type of program m. You 
have to go in and talk t e people in the ccmimunity, and we used 
the same concept that, oi course, the President used before we 
went to the war in the Gulf. You have to bring all the warni^ fac- 
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Uam to the taUe ilrat and talk about methoib of coatnd or tryina 
to take care the laolileiD. 

y®,^^* ^ jflockwdl aid II<»7ia-, and we §at down, and we 
taltod to uwse yming men because tl^se young men contitd that 
rartkular community, not the police d^artamt, not the Chicago 
Hoiffiing Autiiority, iH>t the City ni Chkago. They controUed those 
particular OHnmunities. 

And we talked about bringing this new, innovative program to 
We wanted to get their sanctifmB not to give ibe gangs any 
ane^lity, but for the pronam to work, they had to «iiu»»4^n the 
program, and tl^ said, 'XnL If you're gdng to do this, we're gdns 
to «ve you an oi^pratunity to." 

what we did was we oekcted 116 youi« mmx. We had 4(X) y<mng 
men to try out for the ivogram, but what we dkl was we called a 
imtm seaskm at aix o do^ in the mraning. We called <me at two 
odoc^ in the morning, and attrition, th^ eliminated them- 
selves. 

'n» reason whv we used b^ketball is because basketball, and I 
make no hemes i&out it, is a natkmal qpcat of ihe tazgeted poimla- 
tioo we are trving to reach. I do not care wl^fe you imt a baaket- 
ball hom), in the middle of the Mokive Desert, within five minutes 
stmieboi^r is going to be slam dunking basketballs. Sudi is the mag- 
netiffln that draws basketball. 

There cannot be any te»:hing. lliere cannot be any educating, 
any instructions, unlfMn you get someone's attentiim. Baske^oU 
gets tiwir attention. 

As 1 said, we are vei7 sophisticated. We knew that we could not 
.{ust give t> em a tee shirt and roll out a basketball. So yn^iat we did 
IS we mirrored the approach the National Basketball Aseoda- 
tiooj not because we want these guys to think or put any illuskms 
in their head that they are grang to hone their skills and get into 
the NBA, but the TIBA represents the very best there is in basketr 
ball, and we wanted our program to represent the very best th^ 
IS also. 

So we came up with brand new uniforms, brand new gym shoes, 
socks. We give championship rings. We have a banquet, all being 
that we are trving not only to try to draw them into the program, 
but we are trying to raise Uieir self-esteem. 

I have heard testimony here about manhood. What we are trying 
to ^ IS undergud manhood, redefine manhood, if you will. Basket- 
ball is just a hook. Once we get them into this prcwrani, now they 
ha\ne got to listmi to tl» gospel acomlii^ to C»l Walker and the 
rest oi the individuals who work in the program. 

You see, I have never met a suoceasfiil athlete that did not have 
arn^d value system. We have to go hadi to the days <rf when I 
began to jday basketball, and that was you may not have a fotlwr 
in the home, but there are surrogate Withers out there, and you 
have just got to tell it like it is. 

. Th«e guys are between the ages of 18 to 2S, but for some reason 
they failed sodety or society has failed them. What wo find is that 
we have captured their attention the same w^ we captore the at- 
tention of 12-year^lds. They love basketball. That is the disdpline, 
and because we have that disdpline, th^ are going to dwy ihe 
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rules and regulations of our particular program, and that turns 
ovw to the rules and regulations of wciety. . ^u-,i 

I am not a sodal scientist I do not kiK»w why b^ett»ll tem- 
Bcmda pditical barriere, economic and social bamers, Imt it does. 
We have members of difiermt gang fatdxmB vdto are 
tl^ same team now. The nay-«ayers in the commumty, e^yciaUy 
the pcdioe department, saM, "Between the 1m«us of ten to two 
you'vegot these guys in these different colors. They re going to be 
yiiingeMh other even more so thap they are now. 

Quite the contrary hawpeMd. These guys, we put them <m the 
same teams. Insteai of fiiuxAing at eadi other now, they are ^a- 
inff ihe basketball to each otter. It is a mvstical i*«iomenon that 
ialiaiiening within the Chicago Housing Autiwrity. It surely could 
be spread thnMu^umt the naticm. ... u 

We have team sponsors a^ adapting thfe same philosojAy or 
policy (rf tl» NBATYou may not own a team m the N^Mmal 
StSetball Association, but for ^000 you can own a t^ m the 
Midnight Basketball League, and the phone just jumped on tlie 
hook with people who wanted to sponsor teams. . 

Sponsors were on-hands sponsors. They did not just give their 
$2,000 and that was it These sponsors brou^t these guys to tli^ 
hcmies. -nwy took them to plays. They took them to rertaurante. 
Tlwy really adopted these ten young men, and I wiU teU yon tne 
response has just been overwhelming. i». 

We have 116 young guys in the program. At this partacular tome, 
we have 78 that are ftiU-time empl<>yed. At ^ S?®; 
fifty-four went back to school to either get their GED or further 
their college education. , ^ ^ * 

Now, we are tallrin^ about individuals for the most Mrt that 
used to rob and steal and snatch purses to survive out there. Be- 
cause of this Midnight BaskethaU League, because we showthem 
another alternative, because we are showing them even though you 
are between the ages of 18 and 25 and you are out ttiere, there we 
some people in this society who still love and care about you. If you 
are wSling, if you are willing to get involved m this program and 
take a chance on us, we are willing to take a chance on you. 

So I repeat this is not a rehabilitative program. If you mess up, 
once you are in this program, we wiU kick your behind out This 
program is for guys who are not intent on doing criminal actovigr, 
but guys who may have done something in their past but now who 
want to take the opportunity to turn Uieir bves around. We are 

there for them. , ^ „* t* 

We pay coaches. We pay officials. The program costs. It costs 
about 180,000 to put 116 young men through a 16-week program, 
but we keep hands on with ttiem all y^ loos.

Unfortunati^, the ^bate about the utility of school-based 
health clinics has been drawn along partisan lines. Given these po- 
litical consideratimm, it mJgfat be informative to pursue the ques- 
tion frtmi a purely scientific perspective. 

All parties would seemingly agree that teenage hralth is a nu^r 
national omceni. likewise, all would agree that pr^poam^ repre- 
sents i m^or threat to Uie lifelong wellbeing of teenagers, particu- 
lar unmarried i^lescent girls. 

The policy issue then broomes: what is tl^ best mechanism to ad- 
drera the proldem? That is, how do we reduce the nun^^er of teen* 
age fm^nancies? 

From a scientific perspective, the omtroversy over tiie role of 
<^ool*based healtli dinics and pregnancy mevention can be re- 
duced into a draurly ^Idressable question. Do KlM)ol4»sed clinic 
programs reduce the rate vi pregnancy among the children and 
ai^escents they serve?

Mb. Maydsn. Hiank you. Good morning, Madame Chairwoman 
and members of the (xunmittee. It is a pleasure for me to be here to 
testify for the Maryland Governor's Council on A<k»lescent Pregnan- 
cy and what we have been able to accomplish in the State of 
Majyland. 

What I would like to do is just to give you some background on 
the Gknremor's Council. We were mandated wveral years ago by 
the CSonoral Assembly, and it b our goal to begin to ^crease teen 
pr^nancy in the State of Maryland, as well as to try to prom<^ 
positive outcome for pregnant teenagers, as well as for their fami- 
ne 

In i^ticm to that, we look at public policy. I am the director for 
a P-JC policy group, and what we have been doing is looking at 
me resMurch, boo^ off which you have hrard reported today, in rela- 
tionship to adolesc^t pr^nanQr to best chut whidi is the most 
efrective woy for the State o£ Maryland to pursue oar goaU. 

And from Icddi^r at the resrarch, we have come up with wvenl 
strategies tiiat I would like to talk with you about Uxby. 

The first strategy that we have been promoting in the State of 
Maryland is <me of attemptii^ to delay sesual initiatiosi am<nig 
teei^ers. Basically this is an abstinence l»sed im^ram. It is for 
teenagers who are not dually activo, and we are trying to be very 
suroortive of them. 

Our research shows that we can most make impact on young 
people between the ages of nine to 14 ymn of age. So consequently, 
the materials that we have developed, which are posters, rswio ads, 
TV ads, bus billboards, billboards all over the State of Maryland, 
really speak to that issue. 

This 18 a pn^^ram called Campaign for Our Children. The focus, 
^ch year we take a different focus, a different theme, and this 
y^s theme happens to be male respraisibility, and what I would 

®y«s are not as bad as mine— but what I 
would like to do is to just show you K>me posters Uiat we have de- 
vekn)ed around Uie i^ue of male responsibuity. 

The first poster says, "A baby costs $474 a month. How much do 
you have in your pocket? Babies are expensive," and we go on to 
talk about the state law, about how fattwrs are fuianciaUy respon- 
sible for the children until the age of 18. If you do not nelp, the 
court will find you and make you pay child support even if you are 
not married. "So before you dedde to have sex. see if you have a 
spare $100,000. Child support, you play, you pay.

It is open on wedten^ 
because from our resrarch, what we have found is that clinics, 
whether they be school-based l^ahh cUnics, are m^ access^ to 
tenners, murticularly in ihe summertime. Thev are not acceirame 
to teenagers who are outside of school, who have unfortunately 
dnnned <mt and have |^v«i up <m the system. 

So consequent)^, we have been puttmg a lot of our money and 
time in re^od to providing contraceptive wrvices for teei». Con- 
traceptive TOTvioes for teens, along with information, alcmg ^th 
(mtr^ch so tiiat they know wlwre to rome, al(mg with services that 
we can provide for them an site. « u u • 

We also know fipom aane studies, and you have oe&a 
about some studies, that a correlation between the availabtbty of 
fomily planning services and the probability of adolewent girlsmi- 
tiatix« sexual Behavior, we have found that that b just not true, 
andi^re are numerous studies that have held constant many dif- 
ferent factors that you b^^ to look at to see if that is true, and we 
have found that it is not true. ^ 

In wldition, our steto is a forerunner in the Three for ^Tee m- 
gram. It is a condom distribution program that our stote has had 
m operation since 1986. We provide condone all over the stote, 
anywhere that we can get in, bars, barber shops, b^uty s^ons, 
teurants, reaction centers. You name it; we provide wmdoms. We 
have provided almost foxir million (»ndoms in 1990 alone at a ccwt 
of about |90,00u. , u i. • 

Now, people wonder whetlwr we are ena)uragmg sexual behavior 
by providing condoms to young people, and I have to say to you we 
are not What we are encouraging is to be responsible in terms ot 
their sexual behavior. j ^ *u * 

This program was crated from the demand of citizeM that 
found tiiat they wanted it. You ask me whetiier a progrann like this 
can work. Let me give you some date in terms of just Baltimore 
City. 

In 1988, over one million condonna were given out at 134 loca- 
tions in Baltimore City alone. During 1988, the occurrence rate of 
new cases of gonorrhea in Baltimore City dropped approximately 
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20 peroKit, and the rate t)i new cmea of syphilis dropped 18 per- 
cent 

rearing the same time period on the Coast, both of thoee dr- 
esses, you will find, had enormous iiwreasesm rates. 

In our state the cost ctf a kiw totfawi^t baby, mte, ti» lii^ime 
cost, is around $^000. Hie am^ Sfedicaid cost to support a 
POTBtai with AQJS fitmi diagnoHis to unfbitunatdy deatii b aimuid 
$22,000 in tiie State of Mar^and. 

I have to say to yoa that the mere ^,000 that the states puts 
into a ocmtkan disteibutiim lancgram, sudi as our Hiree for Free 
Prqnam, we think, is voy, veiy cost efiecdve. 

Fmally^ we have bera woikii^ with pamts around the vsa^ 
talking to their children about sex. and you have heard some com- 
mento from SDSCUS, which I think we would like to really echo 
and say that we use quite ahitci thdr material in terms of getting 
parmte to talk to ki& about sex. 

We have dei^altved a luognun called PACT, wfaidi k Parents 
and CSiildren Talking, because we feel also that parents are the 
educatcm of their children in regard to this issue, and we tiy to 
^npower them 1^ jaovidiiv them with information and brochures 
and services in terms of this.

I fiml it v\try interc^ 
ing that perhaps some of the m 'Jor research that has ba^i done in 
reladimdup to school linked clmicB ww done at JtAia Hqpkins 
University with the Self-Clink anmnd 1984. 

I lK)pe that you are aware of this clinic It is a clinic that has 
provitfed contraceptive servkes, and I think that that must be men- 
tioned; that what we are finding from some of the research is that 
we are not provaiii^ a fiill range of rarvices. Witlumt a full range 
of serviras, we are iHit gdng to be suooea^. 

What are the ftiU range of services that we need? We are finding 
the kids that are coming into our 8clKKd4)ased clinics need more 
information in terms of mental I^lth service If yoa look at the 
wrvices that ^y come in to ask for, reproductive information, 
conteaceptive services is very far down on the list Usually it is 

Sui^ men that are coming in because they want to Join basketball 
jgues, and they need sports phydc»ls or physicals for jdbs. 
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So consequently, these are the types <rf things that are going on 
in sduxd-based dinks, and not that we are just handing out con- 
dons pushing down little girte' throats. 

What WB are seeing is that if we provide information, if we wo- 
vide services, aiHi if we provkte contraceptive services, you wiU find 
that the teesi pregnancy rates vnll go dowa. 

In addition, in BaltinK»e, we were able to pn»ve at our Self- 
Center that not only did the rates go down. Tlie abor^ went 
down, but not «ily that We found that we hi»l a probabihty of de- 
laying sexual initiatifm by seven months for young womm Umt we 
were aide to pull into the clinics and to provide with infoimatton. 

We know that these types of p»t)grams really 60 mk, and what 
we need you to do is to fmivide us witii funding to help us in terms 
of branching out and earoanding ^ servicea We ha^e aprw«n- 
mately ten school-based clinics in «ie State of Maryland right now.

The second strategy the Ccnindl uses to prevent addescOTt i»egnancy is expanding 
im)grams that provide access to omtraception. Over 50% of 15-19 year old women 
and 80% of young men in the same age group are sexually active. It is important that 
tiiis populaticwi have access to famUy planning sevices diat provkie a variety <rf 
health, education, and counsdix^ services rdated to Wrth control including 
contraceptive services, pregnancy testing and counseling and Irfbnnation referral.

demn. Tliey beheve sincerely that such education will reduce teen- 
ageprmanpy, teoiage iUegitimagr and STDb, including AIDS. 

Thou^ the uM^ves are good, the research just doee not bear it 
out, ami scane sex edia:ation ]m«rams that promote Uie use of con- 
oomsin^nease teenage pregnancy rates, abortion rates, premarital 
Be^ST^B and lower gr»ies and academic aqsiratiims. 

Sex education ja-ogranM that stress <»}ndom use tend to imaease 
rS^'^^^i^E^^- idanning agencies were establkl»d in 

United ^tes with an explicit goal oi decreasing teenage prea- 
naiwy. Teaching adolesoente to use contraceptives is their primwr 
goaJ, but ttie effect really hiw just been tlwop^ 

The VS. Senate Committee on Labor and Human Resources 
demtmstrated a hi^ correlation between federal programs and 
teenage iw^nancy. Likewise, Olsen and Weed found that greater 
adolracent mvolvement in family plannmg programs was highly 
COTrgated with higher teenage pregnancies and higher teenage 
abortion rates. * 

Any nrt reducticm in teenage births was due to the increased 
rates of abortion rather than ttie use of omtracep^ves. Five years 
Mo^ same committee, the U.S. Select Committee on ChiWren, 
louth, and families, found that abtntion, not contraceptives, was 
imnging about the reduction in teenage birtl», and the programs 
were not redwdn^ the rates of temage pregnancy and abortions. 

rim ^tes with the highest expenditures on family planning 
awl with shnilar sodo^femographic character^^ showed the lars- 
eeUncreases of abortions and iU^timate births. 

Wb^ comparing selective stotes to the national average, there 
was a high correlation between family planning fading and teen- 
age pregnancy and abortion rates. Even studiesV Planned Paren^ 
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hood indicate a strcmg correlation between rondom use and teenage 
nrnrnancv in tlmir own pragran^ .... • _o 

What an some rf tl» reasoM? You know, wliy is this occurn^ 

One is the fidlure rate of condoms. In the paper I have talked 
about a lot of the different statistics on the failure rate of condoms. 
Another reason is that the use of condwns increases teenage prrai- 
iscuity, and there is mudi research to demonstrate that And the 
third, whidi is mostly just common sense, althoi^ the res^rcn 
d^onstrates that, too, is the impul^vity « teenagws. Kven 
thouKh they know when to use condmns, they do not use them. 

sTseomdly, sex ed. programs that stres con<tom use mo-ease 
abortion rates. Over and over a hi^ correlation has been denwrn- 
strated between teenage abortitms and these programs. One stw 
by the CDC showed that 50 percent of the teenagers who got a^r- 
tions had been using contraceptives at the time of amception. Preg- 
nant teenage girls are far more likely to seek an abortion if they 
are umnarned than if they are married. . 

What are the effects of abortion? Of course, there are many Pen- 
ological effects and psychological effects which ha^ been stuiged 
roimy times, and I will not talk about all of the different effects 

abortion has. , , 

Third, sex ed. programs that promote condoms encpur^ teen- 
age promiscuity. In a survey of 400 randomly selected fam"y Pjy": 
cians and psychiatrists, the majority agreed that the availability of 
contraceptives had led to an increased promiscuity among teen- 

**]Planned Parenthood concluded, "Prior exposure to a sex edu(»- 
tion couise is positively and significantly afflociated with the miti- 
ationof sexual activity at ages 16 and 16." . 

The National Research Council pomted out that the mcreaaed 
rate of sexual activity in teens, "is directiy relat-xi to birth control 
information and proraion to adole^nts." , ^. • 

Dawson likewise conduded. "Prior contraceptive education in- 
creases the odds of starting intercourse at the age of 14 by a factor 
of 1.5." That is a 60 percent increase. 

What are the effects of teenage pre«nancy upon youth? Many. 
One is sexually active teenagers tend to drmk alcohol and iwe 
marijuana more often and to smoke more, tend to have minor de- 
linquency and school difficulty, and even an increased rate of sui- 

At the same time, early sexual experience is Wghly a>rrelated 
with sexual promiscuity for the rest of life. The Redbopk RfPori for 
Female Sexuality that interviewed 100,000 women found that if 
adolescents have sex by age 15, they are twice as promiscuous for 
the rest of their Uves, and are the least likely to rate their 
marriages or marital sex as good. 

Number four. Sex ed. programs that stress contbm use mcreaae 
sexuaUy transmitted diseases. "Hiough as many as 75 percent of all 
the sexually active te&aa use some form of contraceptives, teens are 
increasingly contracting OTDs. ^ . „, * ^ 

Tl»Department trfllealth and Human Services Task Force con- 
cluded that there is no clinical data to support the value that con- 
doms prevent the spread of a range of diseases, mcluding syphUis, 
herpes, hepatitis B or HIV/ AIDS. 
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r%.' S^^^^i^ FiumaFa, Director of the Massadiuseds Departi&ent 
of Pubkc H^th, wrote many cmnments, and I will just read a 
summary. He says, "In summary then, the effectiveness makes the 
caxOom useless ^ a projAylactic against gonorrhea, and eron 
under id^ ccmdi ttoBs against sypi^^' 

Though many STDa can be cured, <rf course, as we have men- 
tKuied many times today, there is no cure for HIV/ AIDS. Cbndom 
«duc^<m that increases sexual te&a prasniscuity coupled with the 
high Jbilure rate oi condoms makes teens more likely to con^^ 
the HIV virus. 

^Condoms are even leas effective in stopping the spread of HTV 
than (^ler STDs. In oae study, ^ female prostitutes and 16 per- 
sons from a hospital staff ei^ tested ten latex cmukmis in vagmal 
intercourse. Six people dropped out. The condom rupture occurred 
at least oiKse for seven or the remaining 40 perscms. Overall 
Condon rui^ure rate waa hve percmit. 

The Btuiy concluded, "Truly safe sex with an HIV positive part- 
ner using condoms is a dai^penms iUuakm." 

Other studies, and I have summarized many of the studies in my 
reoOTt, ouTO up with the same rraults. 

In sum, the chances of omtracting AIDS from an infected part- 
ner ranipe frtm five to 17 percent Once ccmtracted« almost sure 
?S^. experts i«ree. Dr. Harold Jaffa, 

OXTs Chief <rf E^ttemiology, writes, "You^ can't tell people it's 
aU r^t to do whatever you ^mnt so long as you \i^ar a cond<«i. 
It s just too danfermis a dk^ise to say that" 

Dr. llieresa Crrashaw, immediate past prendent of the Ameri- 
c»n Afflodaticm of Sex Educates, counselors and therapists wrote, 
W the vnoog infOTmatbn is given, the effiort will fail. It will 
rause —and that was the stress that she made— "it will cause 
de^ rather than prevent it . . . Saying that use of condoms is 
sate sex is in fact playing Russian roulette. A lot of people will die 
m tiiK daugemus ganw." 

Of course, otlrars omcur. Right now, as you know, there are 
ra^y liability pnMena startup to occur around the United States 
because t^the indfectiveness erf condoma The infecticm due to a 
faulty condmn could be a cauM of mstion. 

Secondly, any facility which distributes or stores condoms could 
be liable since many condoms become defective because of storage 
pnu*tkes and distributkm practices. 

Fifth, sex education programs that stress condom use and en- 
courage premarital sex lowers grades and academic aspirations, 
^lere IS not as much r^^uich <m that because people do not do 
that They want to look at effects in other ways, but there is some 
researai to indicate that such is the am. 

So l^re are the inwramg tiiat do not work* What are some of 
the programs that work? This is mwh more di£Eteuit, as Dr. Lyons 
pdnted out Th^ do luA resrarch tiioae progran^ very <rften. 

Many have fi:mnd a h^ correlaticn betwemi rsUakms values and 
iuds t hat d o not engage In sex w They fbu^a hi^ correla- 
tion between two-par ent families and kids mat are sexually absti- 
nent ami <k> not ha^ STDs. They found a high cwrelation between 
strong cultural norms and low iltegitimacy rates. ''Strong cultural 
norms and values proscribing early premarital sexual levity'' is

things have increa^ even Uiough the illegitimacy rates have gone 
down because <d hi^^ abortiim rates.

Though tha Mtivas ara gMd, tha baliaf is falsa* In fact, 
school programs that ancouraga tha usa of condoms do the very ^ 
things that school administrators are trying to curtail. In 
order to help school administrators make their beat informed 
opinion about programa that promote tha uaa of condoms, this 
essay summarizes much of the research about tha effectiveness of 
those programs/ by giving succinct arguments against them. • 

In sum, sax education programs that promote the use of 
condoms increase teenage pregnancy rates, abortion rates, rates 
of premarital sax, sexually transmitted diseases, and lowers 
grades and academic aspirations.

Many have concurred that illegitimate births among teen 
mothers pose a grave risk to modem society. Willard Gaylin 
concludes, "The unattached, unaupportad, and immature teenage 
mother is a knife at the throat of modem culture and a mortgage 
on the future vitality and hope of, especially, tha black 
population in major, cities whare teenage illegitimacy is now rhe 
condition of a majority of births." Consequently, schools have 
attempted to curtail illegitimate births by curbing teenage 
pregnancies* 

Family planning agencies were established in the United 
States with tha explicit goal of decreasing teenage pregnancies < 
Teaching adolescents to use contraceptives is their primary goal. 
ThB effect, however, has been just the opposite. 

The U.S. Senate Committee on Labor and Human Resources 
demonstrated a hig}s correlation between federal prograas and 
teenage preguncy." Likewise, Olsen and Weed found that greater 
adolescent involvement in family planning programs was correlated 
significantly with higher teenage pregnancies and higher teenage 
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abortion ntoi. Aay not reduction of toonogo births voi duo to 
inerootod rotoi of abortion, ratbor tbaa tho uio of 
contraeoptivot . 

^o aoM ia troo for atata prograna. Tba O.S. Sal act 
CMBittoo on Childrra, foutb, and Faailiaa found that abortion, 
not oontxaeaptivoa, vaa bringing about tha r^uotion in taan 
birtha. KoA tha prograaa vara nor r^uclng tha rataa of 
taaaaga pragnancy ai^ abortiona* ^oaa atataa vith tha highaat 
axpandituraa on faaily planniog ai^ with aiailar aooio- 
daaographio charactariatioa ahonad tha largaat incraaaaa in 
abortiona and iilagitisata birtha. Whan comparing aalaotiva 
atataa to tha national avaraga, thara ia a high corralation 
batvaan faaily planning funding ai^ taanaga pragnancy and 
abortion rataa. 

Though tba rata of birtha plua tha rata of abortiona had 
daolin^ batvaan 19S7 and 1971, thara bmqmn a atap-by<^atap 
incrMaa in adolaacant pr^naney with nav fadarally fttfidad aax 
prograsa. By 1982, alsoat 45 parcant: of all pragnanciaa of 
taanagara vara baing abortad. *Hot only did taanaga pragnancy 
iacraaaa n^an govamMn^ intarvanad to control it, but it waa 
aubaaquantly diacovarad that taanaga pragnancy daeraaaad whan 
viaita to tha govamsant«>fundad fasily-planning clinica 
daclinad," eomnanti Jaoqualina Saaun froa Huabolt Stata 
Onivaraity. 

Svan studiaa by Plannad Paranthood indicata a atrong 
corralation l^tvaan condos uaa and taanaga pragnancy* Thay 
found, batvaan 1976 and 1979, praraaritally aaaiMlly activa woaan 
agad 15-19 who alvaya uaad oontracaptivaa had 19.2 parcant 
incraasad pragnanciaa. During tha lama pariod, tha pragmxncy 
rata among woman who had alwaya uaad contracaptivar roaa 36.4 
parcant. 

In aua, population raaaarchar, ?hillipa Outright, arrivaa at 
tha conclufion, *«a find no avidanca that tha prograaa raducad 
whita illagitimacy, bacauaa araai with waah programa or no 
programa at all axparianca aaallar incraaaaa or largar daclines 
(in pragnancy) than ara found in araaa with atrong oontracaptiva 
programa.* Raaaarch^ throughout tha country continually 
oonfiraa thia haliaf. 

Thara ara many raaaons for a high corralation batvaan condos 
uaa ar' incraaiad taanaga pragnancy. Firat, aavaral hava 
documantad that tha failura raca of eondoma uaad by taanaga girls 
to pravant pragnancy ia 16.4%. Condoma ara notorious toz 
laahaga. According to tha Dapartmant of Kaalth and Human 
Sarvicaa, *Ona of avary fiva batchas of condoma taatad in a 
govarnmant insp«iction program ovar^^tha last four montha failed to 
maat minimum standards for laaks.- FDA aganta rajact ona lot 
m tan of dosastic condoma^ and ono in fiva o£ imported 
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condoms. Prssant FOA standards for lots accaptabla for suJblie 
sala allow up to four eondoas par thousand to leak water. 

SaXnlk and Kantnar writa in Fla&nad r. ranthood's journal, 
"Svan Asong taans who uaa oral contracaptivas ragularly and 
follow tha idaal pattam prascrl^ by Plannad Parenthood, tha 
pregnancy rate is 9.8 percent." Osing Planned Parenthood 'a 
statistics. Ruff has ci^uted that an adolescent \9ho uses condoms 
has an 87 perj^ent likelihood of as unwant^ pregnancy while she 
is in school. Nishell foui^ that anong sexually active women 
under age twenty^five, up to one- third who use only condo.»s for 
contraception will be pregxiant after one year. Though condoms 
have an overal^ 10 percent failure rate \ih%n used for 
contraception, it is almost twice as high for young people. 

Second, several studies have documented that the use of 
condoms increases teenage promiscuity. And third, teenagers 
typically engage in sexual activities upon impulse, believe that 
condoms curtail sexual enjoyment, and do not use condoms 
properly .

As noted above, sex ed programs that promote the use of 
condoms are highly correlated with teenage abortions* One study 
by tbe Centers for Disease Control (CDC) showed that 50 percent 
of teenagers who got a artions had been using contraceptives at 
the time of conception. Pregnant teenage girls are far more 
likely to seek an abortion if they are unmarried tha. if they are 
married/ 

There is a large body of statistical data and medical 
literature that demonstrates the lasting physical and 
paychological effects of abortion, 'mess effects include the 
perforation of the uterus, laceration of the cervix, the injury 
to the bowel and bladde.-^ hemorrhage, severe infection, cardiac 
arrest, convulsions, ei^otoxio shock, nulmonary embolisffi^ 
throntephlebitis, and sometimes death. A plethora of studies 
have demonstrated that the proportion of babies delivered 
prematurely varied between 40 percent higher to almost three 
times as high among mc|thera who had previous abortions, compared 
to those who had not. Premature birth is highly correlated 
with mental retardation and other health problems in children/' 
Harlap and Davies also fouikl that prior abortions were also 
associated with high neonatal deaths and malformations in 
children subsequently born. Last, several studies have 
indicated that women who have aterrion have higher rates of 
infertility/ 
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PiyehologicAl eon««qu«iic«8 of sliortion bav« b««n t«r«^ 
'post-abortion syndroM* by tha psychiatric eooaunity. About 90 
pareant of wman vho hava abortions axparianca sodarata to savara 
aMtional and psychiatric straas following an abortion. Raardon 
eoaaants« *0p to 10 pareant raquira psychiatric hospitalisation 
or othar prof ass ional tramtttant. tea to two pareant {15«000 to 
30«000 voaan par yaar) suffar such savara trauM as to rasdar 
than unabla to work. In addition* abortad wo&an faca a |^uicida 
riah nina tivas graatar than that of non-abortad woaan." 

Thasa sys^tona includa: anxiaty/' daprassion, guilt 
ragrat« angar^ anbarrauaant* faar of disapproval* shama« 
inaoania, and ruiorsa. Zf not actually al^ndonad, simny woman 
IjlAi abandoned. Many woman faal aaxual eoldnaas or bacoma 
frigid for p^ioda of ti»a. Soma raact ^ bacoming mora 
promiscuous. Many bacoma mora suicidal. 

Of coiiraa, thasa af facts of abortion do not taHa into 
account ths affacta on tha child of incraasad illagitimata 
taanaga pregnancy. Pickering concludes that 'the narital status 
of the oother was significantly associated with tha risk of birth 
weight below 2,S00 g f5.5 pounds] and 2,000 g {4.4 pounds].** 
Among women bearing a firat child, the risk of low birth weight 
was 28 percent higher for unmarried mothars than for married 
motharA^ Md 63 percent higher for a second or subsequent 
child."

f^' Planned Parenthood has continually maintained "universal 
reproductive fre^oa* as their goal. As early as 1963, then* 
preaidant Alat Guttmacher acknowledged that contraceptive 
information for teens would increaaa sexual promiscuity. 

Medical doctors who helped invent the pill have concurred. 
In 1977, Dr. Robert Kistner of Harvard Kedical School said, 
'About 10 years ago'! declared that the pill would not lead to 
promiscuity* Hall, X was wrong.* In 1961, Dr. Min Chueh 
Chang commented, 'I personally feel the pill has rathj^r spoiled 
young people. . . . It's made them more permissive.* 

In a survey of 400 randomly selected family physicians and 
psychiatrists, tha majority agreed that the availability of 
contraceptives has lad to increased promiscuity among 
teenagers. Planned Parenthood concluded: "...[Plrior exposure 
to a sex education course is positively and significantly 
associated with the initiation of sexual activity at agea 13 and 
16.* The National Sesearch Council pointed out that the 
increased rate of sexual activity in teens "is directly ralj^tad 
to birth control information and provision to adolescents • * 
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Pmrflon conclude tli«t "9rlPr eontrae«ptiv« ^ucatioo iDcrMsas 
th« oddt of «tmrti&9 int«roours]^ thm of 14 ! by • fsetor 
of 1.9«* « 90 porooat ioerMio. 

Otlior rovMrehors havo eonflraod thoto reports that 
eootrac«ptiv« aajieatioii ii highly eorrolatod with ioeroasod 
•Mual activity. 



Taon-aga lax, aapacially at X5-yaarf'Old or aarliar, is 
•spaeially dai^rarout to physical tkSiA psyehologioal health. 
Several researchert have found high corr^latioat^^etveeA early 
eaxual experience ai^ alcohol ai^ saariju im use. JI^^^V sexual 
expexiiDce hae aleo been linked with cigarette use, minor # 
deliogueaey, and eohool difficulty. Monvirginal girls are 
also over 6 tiaee acre likely to report having attanpted suicide « 
are at slightly greater risk for reporting feeling lonely, 
feeling upset, and having difficulty sleeping, as well as 

experience lover aalf-esteea. • 

At the aaM time, early sexual experience is highly 
correlated with eexual prosiscuity throughout the rest of lifs. 
Th« n^booir Rmiftrt far vmrnMlm fi#5tu^iii^v found that wmon who had 
aax by age fifteen are tvige as proviscuoua for the rest of their 
lives as voaen vho didn't. Sven though later varried these 
voeen were vore likely to use aarijuazia while having sex, 
masturbate frequently , be turned on by pornography, and^^alfflost 
three tines vore likely to have a hososexual encounter. They 
were also the least likely to rete their »arriages or marital sex 
as good. 



Though as aany as seventy-five percent o^ all ssxually 
active teens use some form of contraceptives « tsens are 
increasingly contracting venereal diseases* The aj^ual m-use 
failure rats for cos^oms is ovsr eightesn percent. 

Sexually active single teens are mora likely than married 
women to be infected with an entire host of STOs, including M. 
hominis, vaginalis, yeasts, 0. uraalyticum, a.-id T. 
vaginalis. Likewise, teen mothers then carrj; infants 
suffering from pneumonia and other illnesses. 

A Department of Health and Human Services task force 
concluded that there ars no clinical data to support the valus 
that condoms prevent ths spread of a range of diseases « including 
syphilis, herpes, hepatitis-B, and HIV. Dr. Kicholas riumara, 
director of the Massachusetts Department of Public Health, wrote: ^ 
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Thm current •piduic of gooorrhM ia th« Ooi'4«d 
Stat«a «n4 in Na«Mcl»ufi«tt« Iias prompted Btuy 
physlciass to asic us about the af Coctivaness of the 
eoadov as a prop^iylaetie againat tftis disaasa. Tha 
answar to this quastlon is tliaoratically yas, but tha 
affactivaaass of tha coxtdos ia such as to maka it 
cooplataly usaXaas aa a prophylactic. 

Tba coi^o« is affactiva against gonorrhaa provided 
thera ia no prallaiaary sax play* tha condom is intact 
bafora usa« tha cot^oa is put on correctly and tha 
condoa is taken off correctly. Kofavar^ rha sals 
population haa never bean able to fulfill tha vary 
first requisira. 

Even if all these conditions ara fulfilled, a 
condom incoaplately protects against syphilis because 
It protects only the part it covers ... It does not 
cover . . . the areas that ara bathed vith tha secretion 
of tha fasala during tha ssx act. 

In summary, then, its af f activeness ukes the 
condom useless as a prophylactic against gono^hea , and 
evan undar ideal conditions against syphilis. 



Though »any STDs can ba cured ^ there is no cure for 
HIV/AIDS. Condon education that increases tseo prosiscuity, 
coupled with the high failure rate of condoas« oakes taens more 
likely to contract the deadly KIV virus. Condons are even less 
effective in stopping the spread of HIV. In one study, thirty 
faoala prostitutes and sixteen parsons from a hospital staff each 
tested ten letex condoms in vaginal intercourse. Six people 
dropped out, and condom rupture occurred at least once for sever, 
of tha remaining forty persons. Overall condom rupture rate was 
5 percent. The study concluded, "Truly safe sex with an^^I^- 
positive partner using condoms is a dangerous illusion. * 

Other studies have confirmed these results. In married 
couples m which one partner was HIV-infected ^nd condoms were 
used, 10 percent of the healthy became infected vithin two 
years. ' Though condom usage was shown to decrease KIV 
acquisition among prostitutes and monogamous couples ,^^the same 
study confirmed KIV is also spread to the uninfected. In 
fact, Fischl and her colleagues found that couples who 
exclusively used condoms showed a 17 percent seroconversion rate 
over a 12-18 month period. U^smg condoms for HIV protection is 
such a poor practice that another study, conducted by the federa* 
government m the Loa Angeles area, was ultimately withdrawn in 
August 1988 because participants were placed at too great a risk 
of contracting the virus.

Expatrti agraa. Or. Harold Jaffa, COC'a chiaf of , 
apidaaHoloqy, writai, "You Juat can't tali paopla it'i all right 
to do whatavar fov Mnt ao long aa you vaar a ooi^oa. Zt'i juit 
too dangaroui a diaaaia to aay tbat." Dr* ttaraaa Cranahav, 
iwadiata pait praaidant of tha taariean Aiaociation of $ax 
Sduoatora« Counialori and Tbarapiati, ax^ aaabar of tlia 
Praiidantial AIDS coMiiaioa, aaya, Ml)f tha wrong iniorMt-on 
ii givan, tha affort will fail. It will fiAUAA daath rathar than 
pravant it.... Saying that uaa of coi^oat if 'aafa tax' ii in 
fact playit^ Kus^an roulatta.

Othari concur. Or. Bruca Voallar, praaidant of tha Mariposa 
Rataarch Foundation, ^ich ■pacializai in tha pravantion of 
aaxuaXly traaiaittad disaaaai, writai, -tta lafa tax aaaaaga jj^t 
laa't trua. Tou'ra itill playing a king of Ruaaian roulatta.' 
Or. Nalcola Fotta* ona of tha in'raatora of eondoaa luhrieatad 
with aparvicidas, ai^ praaidant cf Fasaiy Haalth Intamat^onali 
'«a cannot tall paopla how aueh protaction condoa* giva." 
Tailing a parson ^o angagas in high-risk bahavior to uaa a 
oondoa 'ia liha tailing aoMona i^ is driving druah to usa a 
saat halt." Evan Mayor Ed Koch of Haw York City coaaantad, 
"Zt is a misnosjar, a fimud, to try to oonvay to paopla that if 
thay usa eondoas thay'ra ahsolutaly safa fron contracting AIDS. 
Just as it is a fraud,gto aay if you usa eondoaa, thara'a no 
dangar of pragnaney." 

As a raault, many ara starting to b« eoncarnad about tha 
possihla product liabilitias as a rasult of the inaf factivanass 
of cof^oaa. Sinca avan with propar usa Inf action oay occur ^ 
inf action dua to a faulty condoa could ha a causa of action. And 
sinca tha storaga of eondoas oftan timas low«rs thair 
af factivanass, t^a facility which distrlhutas and atoraa condoss 
could ba liabls.

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Xa aua« tt&aaa ar« k«y arguaants againat aalliag ooiidoma In 
high ichool ^odiag nacbinac. Such a policy worKa againat aany 
of tba govar&sant intantioat la curtailing taan pragntncy, taan 
abortion, taan pro«iieuity« ai^ taan laaually tranamittad 
diaaaaai, aa wall at daeraatas acadaaic aapirationa and 
achiavaMDt , 

If tlia public school systas viihaa to acbiava tbaaa ands 
with taanagart, othar policiaa maka mch mora 99n99. Many 
•tudiaa hava daooaatratad daeraaiM taan pragnancy, abortion, and 
prosiiicuity hava thata eorralataa* 

1. Religion. Many itudiat hava ahown that aora raligi^^ut 
adolascanti angaga in laat taxual bahavior vith thair paarc 
Savaxal itudiat hava daaonitratad that tha *arotion of 
traditional valua* ralatad to marriaga and family and ^axual 
bahavior* la ona of tha prinary cauiaa of *data rapa." 

2. Tvo-parant faailias. Both aalaf and faaalaa raiiad in 
aingla parant hoaai ara & graat daal aora likaly to bacoaa unw«d 
taan oothara or fathara. Taanaga girli alto su^far tha 
huailiation ot involuntary intarcourta laait whan tbay iiva with 
both paranta- Knight a»i PrantXy found that a si^aabla 
aajority of rapists coaa froa singla-parant hoaas. 

Adolascants raarad in six^la-paraat housaholds angaga in 
ssxu&l intarcouraa aarliar a^ aora oftan than thosa raarad in 
intact faailias. Adolascant girls trtio liva with both parants 
ara alsp laas likaly to baar a child in thair aarl^ taans than 
adolascant girls who only liva with thair aothars. Likawiia, 
taanaga childran of traditional aothara who stay hoaa angaga in 
aaxual^ctivity ouch lass oftaa than paars raisad by caraar 
woaan, Evan taans froa larga faailias ara lass likaly jljo 
angaga in praaarital sax than taans froa saall faailiss. 
Daughters of divoread parants ara auch aora likaly to plan for 
nonaarltal cohabitation that ara tha daughters of intact 
hoaas . 

3. Strong cultural norms. Many raaaarchars hava found that 
'strong cultural noras and values proscribing early preaarital 
sexual activity is the priaary reaaon for tha relatively low 
illegitimacy rates juaong, for axas^le Mexican Aaaricans, as 
coaparad to Blacks. Young Hispanic woaen from intact f sallies 
who regularly attend church usually refrain froa sexusl activity 
ba'^v^re marriage. Adolescent Hispanic woaen «^o have recently 
iaaigratad froa Mexico ara even aora likely to remain abstinent 
until marriage. In contrast, si^gla-parent black faailias 
tend to raise unwed teen mothers, Rowe end St. John contend 
that tha cause by a "culture of praaarital childbearing- where 
daughters are less likely to perceive "aoral and social 
disapproval for being sexually active." 
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4. MMtiA«nc«*li«««d md progx^As. In oontraat to the 
typloAl sw elasMs or seliool'tas^ alinics tliat s^TMOt* 
coado8«, Ab8ti2iMe9«'bM^ s«3c ad programs ar* fihotfii^ frMt 
■U0099S io eurtailing tMa prvgiuittey and tMn prosisouity. Tbo 
AAHCIiOa pra)«ot t«st«d for tivm yurt io tbirtMn school 
districts ia UtMh, CAlifomis« 8tv Huico, ai^ Arisona, and found 
oorralationa with 1) higbsr faaily atrangths (loyalty, actional 
supports oohasiott), 2) wora fraquant discussions with parants 
ahout casual valuas and teliafs, and 3} nora ahstinast attitudaa 
regarding pramarital saxual involvasant. 

Tha n%. My Horld, Ny Future pr^raa, which is used by over 
2,900 schools, was tasted at four junior high schools during tvo 
Booths in 1968, and found correlations with I) student awareness 
of the benefits of abstinence^ 2) Mre livelihood of abstinence 
before marriage, 3) increased awareness of the negative 
oonseguences of teenage sexual behavior, ar' 4} a greater belief 
that prataarital sexuality was against their values. Sex 
Respact, adopted in over 1,C00 school districts across the United 
States, in a study with 1,641 participants found high 
correlations with 1} abstinence attitudes, 2) a greater sense of 
saxual control by teent|u and 3) a greater awareness of the 
benefits of abstinence. 

Sexuality, Cosmitaent, and Family, used by San Marcoa Junior 
flight decreased the pregnancies froa 147 to 20 among their 
atudents, after only two years of inqplajDantation. Other 
prograns have demonstrated similar results. 



Conclusion 

Selling condoms in veiling machines in high school bathrooms 
will not curtail teenage pregnany. Study after study haa 
demonstrated that condom education and condom distribution 
incraaaes teen pregnancies, teen abortions, teen promiacuity, and 
teen sexually tranamitted diseases. 

Tf Che public school system wishes to affectively deal with 
these serioua problama of teenagers, then administrators must 
implement policies that will support the traditional family and 
teach traditional values, such as abstinence before marriage.

Dr. Hatpon. Whksh is drastically different, and 18 percent fail- 
iire rate is drastic. So much more research needs to be done, espe- 
cially with teenagers, but it is difiRcuH.

Tbey are 
sdiool nurses who are tieachlng one class. They are science teachers 
who teach a little lAdogy. 

And what we rea^ need to k to get teacl»n who can really 
talk with young people, who feel comfortable about sexuality, who 
have a mmtal health permctive, and say, to atiutents "Tma is a 
very part of ymi. We all have diffin«it vbIiks, axMl I will heto 
you learn how to weii^ that and to oonsider that and make ded- 
sions in ytmr best interest" 

A little piece that I wanted to say about the o witrov e ray and ef- 
feetivei»aB of oondoma Int««8ting research Iqr Bitot liatcher, 
who is by all reoutes perhaps the expert tm reproductive technolo- 
gy, and one of the res^rch studies mat he cites is that 
productive health pec^e, the failure rate of condoms was one in 
161. Among te»u^^ and vetaiB in clinics, it was oob in 16, and 
among coU^ ediK»ted adults, it was one in 92. 

What that suggests is that me condom does not change. The way

Coadi Tandy says. "Oil Walker, stand up. You did an excellent job, 
aiM you always will be okay about yourself, and you never will 
have any prableoffl vritii wraoen," and to tiiki day I h> not [Lat^ 
ter.] 

But the nnnt that I am txying to make is I learned tiiat in the 
seomd grade. These j^oung men ^t we are dealing with, no one 
e^- took the opportunity to tell them about personal hy^ene, 
abtnst how to treat aiui reflect a wimian, alxnit how to feelgood 
about yourself. 

So what I submit to you and to everymie else on this i»nel, that 
contraceptives, I think they will work, but the first tlung is you 
have got to have some type of respect and dignity the person 
that yoa are tiding with. Timi vou all can talk t tW about 
now to put a contraceptive on and how to use it and tliat type of 
thing. 

In our particular ccmimunity, that is a pn*lem. Men do not 
know how to be men. Braking babies is not being a man. Taking 
care of bab^ is. 

So became we have ti»ir attenticm with this Ixusketball program, 
not only L but other guys who ame in and do mandatory work- 
slu^ at the end of each badcetball game that talk about life; we 
talk about AIDS: we talk about box education; vre talk about em- 
ployment; we talk about all these things that go into making re- 
spoisible individuals, and I think that is the key, the value system. 

You know, I like wearing gold, but your goM ia no good to me if I 
have goi to take it from around your neck. Iliat is the thing that 
we are putting bffi^k to these ycmng men in public housing, and it is 
wOTking. 

Chaiiwoman Scsibosder. Very good. 

Mr. Selph, what do you find among your peers? 

Mr. &LPH. Well, what I find among my peers is different gang 
members bting able to relate to each other. It hs^ not been Uiat 
way until Midnight Basketball hm come along. Difierent gang 
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memben wmild be sHting here at this tabb, and there woukl be, 
ymt know, woniB flying luuk at eacii <rther, and maybe the pdioe 
wcnild have to cosne in. 

As Car as myself, I have had a strong based fiamily, you know, 
that supported me, and you know, I am grateAil Sw that And whwa 
I gcA hivolved with Wdni^ Badi^a»ll it seons like Oil Walker 
took me op under his wing, and I have l^med a lot of things, and 
I have done a lot of things that I prt^iably would not have done 
without Bfidnjdit l^«W>v»ii 

Tbe men in'ikfkin^t Ba^etball also look up to Oil Walker as a 
fath^ figure, and they do what he sayp becataw they know if they 
do lurt do what he says, they are out of the program, and you really 
do not want to go up against Mr. Walker, or Cronmfegmmer Walker 
as you jAeasA, because ha will chew you out real qu^ and that 
gtvBS everyone in the l^gue of, you know, self-improvement. You 
want to do for yourself as well as to pl^iae Commissioner Walker. 

So that is the big thing in the Midni^t Btrnketball League.

What should be the role of tiM federal ^jvemment regarding high risk 
youth? First, there needs to be a wUlln^iess to invest In educauon of our 
children. At present there appears to be no will to address this central 
issue at either the federal or state tevels desi^te the fiac^ that we know there 
is an inverse correlation at the state level between educational investment 
and the number of prison ceBs. There Is need tor a federally led Initiative In 
educatltm. 

Secwidly, the fcdeaal government should encourage new initiatives for th(»e 
yoimg people (marly half our population) who are vocationally rather than 
academically oriented. Other than coUege. our post-secondary school 
optlfHis are weak. 

Third, federal agencies should move from primarily supporting 
demonstration grants with the goal of developing new interventions to 
supporting dissemination and replication i»x»grara8 of those interventions 
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which have been shown to be eflcctlve. We spend a lot of time 
dennm^iBtiiig wfart we sOrmdy knmn and there are few r^ources available 
to adai^ and a^^ to tervgn tkms of proven efficacy. 

Fourth, the federal tmreaitcrMy la currentiy set up to address issues on a 
categi^cal \maXs; thus, it is rarely feaslMe to develop cross-cutting 
interventkms (e.g., intervoitlons wtiidi addrew school failure, i^i^nai^ 
risk and substance abtisc concwrentl^. dMi^te the foct that we know that 
many high risk behaviors are intorelated* Congress should encourage and 
mynd^itf^ more into^ency odlaboratUm and pooling of resources. 

Fifth, over tne past decade It has becmm increa^ngly clear that the central 
problems of high rl^ ^th are not amenable to change throu^ the two- 
year demonstraUon project. Whether It is "self-esteem building^ classes or 
"Just aay Ho" classes tl«se limited inCerventlons work Cor only a very narrow 
band of the teen population. For those most "at risk", the problems arc 
complex and rarely amenable to simple interventions. Increasingly, 
foundations ivave bec<mte aware of this and, as a consequence, the private 
sector is choosing to Invest its limited resources in groups of "^at risk" 
chUdren with a commitment of maintaining supiK>rt for 15-20 years. 
Eugene Lange, in New York, ^owed that real and cmgolng supp<nt makes a 
difference in the lives of kids. The federal government is handicapped by an 
elect<»Bl in^xress every two years which creates a political disincentive for 
doing the very thing we know would make a difference. 

Finally, to be effective. Congress on both sides of the alsle-polltlcal 
consen^tlvM aiui liberals alike-wmild be well advised to lay aside their

struggling- -^American youth. 

<fhe consequences of adolescent risk-taking behavior cannot be 
overstated. Teenagers and young adults represent the only 
se^ient of the United States population for wh<» iiK>rtality 
has risen over the past quarter century. Not only do such 
lamentable data cooipare unfavorably with rates for children 
and adults, but they also d^aonstrate that our country lags 
far behind our peers in Europe and elsewhere with respect to 
these all-is^rtant s^asurements of social progress* 

The rate of adolescent mortality in America is the highest in 
the industrialised world. The three leading causes of death 
within this age group — injury, homicide and suicide — are all 
behavioral in origin. 

There is a] so, of course, extensive morbidity among American 
youth. Consequences of developing sexuality include nR^re 
than one million adolescent pregnancies annually, roughly 
250 r 000 reported cases of sexually transmitted diseases, and 
a soaring rate of HIV infection. Here too, despite evidence 
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that our r«te of adolescent sexual activity parallels that o£ 
cosparable nations^ the rate of pregnancy in the U.S. "leads" 
the industrialised world. 

|&>re than 90 percent of our high school seniors have tried 
alcohol, with two-thirds drinking at least once per month. 

« 

Fully 20 percent of our high school seniors are regular users 

of varljuana, with a^roxiswtely 5 percent drinking alcohol 

or snoking marijuana daily. Rates aiiK>ng school dropouts are « 

even higher. 

Nearly 5000 adolescents and young adults die annually from 
suicide — more than 500,000 survive such attempts, if only 
physically. Approximately 1 million American teenagers have 
a diagnosable chronic illness or disabling condition. 

The causes of our excess sMrtality and morbidity are 
multiple, and interestingly they relate to issues both of 
access and lack of acces*. Broad access to drugs, 
autcsoobileSf guns, and a social environment (including the 
media) which often promotes risk-taking behavior, contributes 
mightily to our alarming rate of serious health consequences. 
By contrast, obstacles to access to health services prevent 
many teenagers from receiving the care and counseling which 
might positively Impact on their behaviors and dysfunctions. 

These obstacles are both financial and geographic. Within * 
the United States adolescents are likelier than is any other 
age group to be uninsured or under-insured for health care 
services- One of every seven adolescents, and one of every 
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thTM adolescent* below the poverty level, have no health 
ineurance. Even when inturedf adoleacente' coverage TOst 
frequently doea not inclucte preventive care, counaellng or 
aubstance aboae treatawnt. Theae financial conatrainta 
invariably force the adolescent to rely solely on episodic 
care for acute illness. This type of care addresses none of 
the issues which are of deepeat concern in our attempts to 
alter profouml riak-taking behavior (with its attendant 
Mrtality and aorbidity). 

Even if finances were not an issue, regional deficiencies in 
the availability of health care to adolescents would rm&ain 
an obstacle to our best efforts to reduce risk-taking 
behavior. Ideally, every adoleacent should have a •iw<'.ical 
hoste" where care could be provided in a continuous and 
c«iprehensive faahion. A personal physician with a knowledge 
of the yoang peraon over tiM, as well as with a strong 
relationahip with parents and other family sobers, rosains 
the noat prcnaising aeans of providing the care and guidance 
which are indispensable to securing safer behavior in young 
persons < 

Unfortunately, in many areas of our country, both urban and 
rural, this model of care is still unavailable. It is beyond 
debate that (in these special circumstances of physician 
scarcity) alternatives should be developed to fill the 
vacuum. Amng such alternatives would certainly be 
school^based health care, ^ich seeks to provide an 
impressive coa^lement of services (logically) within the 
environment in which the adolescent is to be found. Beyond 
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acute eplBodic care, these school'-baeed services should be 
prepared to offer the evaluation and counseling essential to 
prevent {or in any case address) risk-^takii^ behavior. Such 
services should be used to proaote abstinence froa drug use 
and sexual activity; to provide counseling for those wf^ 
choose to be sexually active; to recognise the early signs of 
Mntal illness, including ctepression, suicidal tendencies and 
potential violence; and to assure treatment, either on site 
or by referral, of those coralitions which place a young 
person at continuing peril. 

As risX-taking behavior among adolescents is of ur^nt (or at 
least substantially groving) concern throughout the nation, 
and since the causes of such behavior are multiple, our 
interventions as advocates for children and youth mmt be 
imaginative, coi^retonsive ai»i not limited to any single 
model or methodology. Regrettably, we cannot expect all 
vulnerable adolescents to come to our offices for care. The 
times require us now to pv sue aggressively the full range of 
alternatives necessary to provide adolescents with access to 
desperately needed health services. Under the forceful new 
leadership of this Committee, the Academy pled^s its 
unswerving c<HHitment to that end.

Dntortunataly, wa ara naglaertlnQ to provide our youth with 
aufficiant inforaatim* education, aooial akiXIs, and sui^rt they 
need to resain healthy and in s^mI. 

Adolescents need to receive sore health prevention education 
in order to reduce the nuMier of unwanted pr^nancies, transoission 
of MIV disease, and suicide. 

Lesbian and gay youth are a population that has been 
particularly neglected. These youth are two to three tises more 
likely to attempt suicide and are at great risk for HIV and STDs. 

There is a growing recognition aoong educators and child 
welfare advocates that services that attea^Jt to reach out to youth 
at risk — including lesbian and gay youth — sa ^e lives and keep 
adolescents in school, off the streets, and healthy* 



YOUTH AT RISK WOU HIV 

Anerican youth are at great risk of contracting HIV disease 
and our current efforts to reduce this risk aiaong adolescents are 
failing. These youth lack the information, the social skills, and 
the support they need to protect themsel/es. 

The Centers for Disease Control reported that aore than 20 
percent of all persons with AIDS are 20 to 29 years of age. Gjven 
the long lateiK:y period between infection and the onset of the 
disease, many were likely infected as adolescents « 

While those statistics are alanaing, even more alan&ing is the 
increase of adolescents with AIDS — over the past two years, the 
nui^r of adolescents with AIDS increased from 325 to 675. The 
Center for Filiation Options reports that each year, one in six 
teen^^agers contracts a sexually transmitted disease. 

Gay and lesbian youth, a population at great risk of HIV 
infection, have been frequently ignored in efforts to reduce the 
spread of AIDS among adolescents. A 1990 study by the General 
Accounting Office foui^ that "homosexual youth, particularly males, 
are of specific concern as they have been one of the high-risk 
groups for HIV transmission in the United States, As youth, tnese 
teens also search for their identity and struggle to establiF^ 
satisfying relationships, leading thorn, in some cases, to 
experiment with heterosexual affiliations. This places lesbian 
youth, who generally would be in a low-risk category, at heightened 
risk of infection. Such exploration also serves as a possible link 
between heterosexual and homosexual youth in the transmission of 
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InfttnaUM and Ttftri^r Training. gao/hiu>^9o-io3) 

MOS «Sucatim progran Ar« not widely availablo in hMlth 
clinics, oominity emntmn, or schools — and many AIDS aducation 
prograss that currently exist ^^o not address the needs specific to 
lesbian ai^ gay youth. 



Because aany gay and lesbian youth experiment with 
heteroeexual affiliations (as cit^ atave froa the 1990 hJS& 
EdyeatiM MO study) , lesbian youth are at a high risk for 
unintentional pre^tancy. Health clinics, cosnunity services, and 
schools need to address the needs specific to lesbian and gay youth 
in order to reduce this risk. 



Many adolescents identify thexoselves as Issbian or gay, or 
engage in saM^sex sexual activity. unfortunately, these youth 
face prejudice ai^ discrialnation at a crucial developmental stage 
in their lives. Such prejiKlice and discriaination frequently leads 
to harasssent, ostracisa, and even violence againrt then. Many 
BChTOls and health clinics have not provided the support these 
youth need to develop a str^ig self-estees. 

Because lesbian and gay youth face rejection and abuse both at 
hose and school, these youth are at great risk for a variety of 
psychosocial probleas and self -destructive behavior such as school 
failure, substance abuse, unwanted pregnancy, and suicide. These 
youth are likely to run avay fron hc»Be and drop out of school. 
While so»e of these youth say enter the child welfare systen, 
without special swial services targsted to reach these youth, many 
will resain outside any systea of care. Lesbian and gay youth who 
are fortunate enough to enter the child welfare system, frequently 
find this systea unsyiq>athetic to their needs* 

According to the Re^rt of tl^e secretary's Task Force on Youth 
Suicide (HHS, 1989) aiKl a recent study in the Journal of the 
Aaerican Acadeay of Pediatrics {Jtine 1991) , gay and lesbian youth 
are t%ro to three times more likely to attempt suicide than their 
heterose):^al peers. 

T!ie HUS Report noted that ^many suicidal youth tend to be 
lonely, isolated, ami withdrawn with few social supi^rt systems. 
For »any, traditional family structure no longer ex xts. Gay youth 
Z^cm rejection and abuse froa family mesdOers and are often 
unwelcom in youth groups or recreatioiuil activities. For whatever 
reasons, memm youth avoid or are systematically excliided from group 
activities. Efforts to integrate these high risk young people int"? 
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ttm winstxwra say ftMliorate thm risk of svioi(So. Specialised 
grrn^ aay bm nqolnd to ftilf ill ^wcif ic itMds for srae groups of 

Many ftdolMMfita idMtify tlioMlvM as iMbian or gay, or

will rwain outside any syetea of care* Lesbian and gay youth who 
enter the child welfare systea, frequently find this system 
unsyi^wthetic to their needs. 

School districtB and c<K9aunities that provide services and 
ethication that take into accwnt the needs of lesbian and gay youth 
are working to save lives and keep youth healthy, at home, and in 
school. 

Recognising the difficulMes that lesbian and gay youth face, 
the national Education Association passmi a resolution in X989 that 
stated; "All pereoi», regardless of sexual orientation, should be 
afforded equal oj^rtunity within the public education system. The 
Association further believes that every school district should 
provide counselii^ for students who are struggling with their 
sexual/geiuler orientation." 

In 1985-86, the Lotf Angeles Unified School District developed 
"Project 10* — a nmlel program of serviras for students who self- 
identify as gay or lesbian or students who express conflicts over 
their ssxual orie*itation. Originally begun as a drop-out 
pre%fention program. Project 10 evolves into general counseling and 
education vehicle for both the gay ami non-gay school population. 
The Project 10 model provides for education, school safety, drop- 
out prevention strategies, and support services. other school 
districts in California have develoi^ programs modeled after 
Project 10. 

Several other communities have developed programs that attempt 
to reach hMfceless gay and lesbian youth, to get them off the 
street, and when possible, to return to school and their families.

In 1988 and 1989, tl^ 8anat« adopted an asandMnt propooad by 
Sanator Gordm Sm^hroy stating that »Nmm of the funds mada 
availabla by this Act, shall b« uaad to pr^-diK^e or distributa 
aatarials dlrsctad at ths taa^iing of school childran and which 
proMta or anmuraga hosmaxual ity or usa words stat ii^ that 
h»M«xuality is 'noraal,' 'natural,* or 'healthy. 

In both yaars, tha Rousa-Sanats conference deleted the 
Kuaphray aman^wn t ^t retained a Cranston asMndment stating; 
"AIDS education program that receive assistance trow the Centers 
for Disease Control ai^ other education curricula dealing with 
sexual activity that receive aasistanca under this Act, (i) shall 
not be designed to prt»iota or encourage directly » intravem^is drug 
ateiM or aaxusl activity, h«K>sexual or heterosexual; and (2) with 
regards to AIDS eduoatim prograos and curricula, (A) shall be 
designed to reduce eiq^ura to aiKl transaissim of the etiologic 
agent for acquires in^ira def icien' / ^yndrme by providii^ accurate 
infomationT and (a) ahall provide inforaation on the health risks 
of prosisctious sexual activity and intravenous drug abuse.** 

Everyone agrees that it is not the role of the ooverniBent to 
encourage aexual activity — heterosexual or hra^sexual. This is 
what Congress decree, in the 1989 Cranston asendsent. for all 
federal education programs dealing with sexuality. 

Hestriotions like the fUu^rey aoendisent rasiwe the right of 
each school district, in consultation with teachers, counselors, 
and parents, to choose the curriculua and materials laost 
a^ropriate for its students according to the standards of the 
local coa&unity. 

Given the high rate of gay ycnith suicide, runaway gay youth, 
and the spread of AIDS in the adolescent population, federal 
restrictions would limit the ability of educators, counselors, and 
health officials to deal effectively with the attitudes underlying 
these problems.

Since the first school -baswu clinic (SBC) was founded in 1970, 
the concept has gained enthusiastic support froa such grou|» as the 
National .Research Council of the National Acadeay of sciences 
(RiaKi>ng Ua ftltaca, 1989), the society for Ado3^.cent Hedicine, 
and the National cosaiecion on the Role of the School and the 
coraunity in Improving Adolescent Health, vnich was jointly formed 
in 1989 by the American Medical Association and the National 
Association of State Boards of Education ( Cff 4 § Blue; finitino fryy * 
Healthier VQuth^ .

A 1987 stataMnt ot ttw national P» —mrtm tJiat ■<»)<d»ool- 
liiiksd hMlth clinics ax* tha only aourca of baalth cara for aany 
taans.

Host r» ontly, in a report to Congress on Adolescent Health, the 
Office of Technology Assessment highlightal the ioportance of 
"school-linXed or coaaaunity-based centers that offer comprehensive 
and accessible services designed to aeet adolescents' needs for 
physical accessibility, approachability, confidentiality and low 
or no cost." 

The school-based clinic »oveaent is truly a grass-roots 
Bovement. Comiminitias recognising that lack of adequate health 
care services threatens the future of their adolescents and seeking 
workable solutions have given significant noaentuB to the novement. 
The nunber of identified ;BCs increased four-fold between 1984 and 
1989, fror. 31 to 160. At the prese-.c tine, CPO is aware of over 
300 SBCs and school-linked clin.es (SLCa) across the country. 

school-linked and school-based clinics are not without their 
critics, however. Most of the criticism - and indeed, the 
strongest oppooition - centers around the issue of family planning 
and contraceptive services and counseling. Since the results of 
CPO's evaluation of six school-based clinics {attached), there has 
been a steady stream of negative articles focusing on the \ack of 
concrete evidence that SBCs reduce teen pregnancy. Huch of what 
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1« %a'itt«n in thsM ArticXas distorts the truth by Idaving out 
inforaation that doaa not aui^rt their viavs and by dravii^ 
concluaiona %^ich tha data do not support. 

Opponents of SBCtt charactariza thaa as ^birth control 
pro9rams" which prosota value«frM primiscuity OBiong the students 
attending schools in which they are located. Nothii^ could be 
further froa the truth. Some critics of SKs confuse ^correlation** 
with "causation". Thmy cite examples of clinic spools with high 
pregnancy rates cm^red to schools without clinics 'ith lower 
pregnancy rates and diaw the conclusio.i that clinics promote 
promiscuity and therefore promoted increases in pregnancy rates. 
The oore likely explanation is that S0Cs are starts in coanunities 
with high pregnancy rates as one way of addreseii^ the probleia. 
In CPO's study where comparison schools were matched on the basis 
of geographic^ demographic and sooio-econ<»Bic characteristics, 
there were no differences between clinic and comparison schools in 
pregnancy rates. 

rurthennore, the assumption that SBCs are primarily teen 
pregnancy prevention programs is a fundamental error. While the 
initial motivation for starting some clinics was the expectation 
that SBC programs would be able to address teen pregnancy as part 
of comprehensive medical care, family planning services are not the 
primary services being offered. Even in t^e few clinics where 
contraceptives are available on site, family planning visits 
comprise only about a quarter of the total visits. 

The primary purpose of school-based clinics is to provide 
health care to a typically underserved population in an easily

acc«uibl6 location. To suggest that policyaakers evaluate school- 
baaed clinics solely on ttm basis of school --wide |>regnai^ rates 
is ludicrous. CFO's evaluation of SBCs dexBonstrated that it is 
unrealistic to expect this intervention by itself to resolve the 
prt^lss of adolescent pr^rnancy. SdCs, hoiiever, can serve as one 
ii^rtant cc^pment of the eultiple interventions ne^ed to sake 
a difference* 

Only a saal l percentage of SSCs actual ly provide 
contraceptives on-site. ThB lack of access as well ae the aessage 
of ambivalence this sends to sexually active students necessarily 
weakens the potential of the SBC's reproductive health services to 
prevent pregnancies. Where contraceptives are not available in the 
clinic, students are less likely to come to the clinic for 
reproductive health c<»maeling. Opportunities for health providers 
to discuss responsible sexual decision-vaking — including 
abstinence as a possible option ~ with students are undoubtedly 
lost. 

The provision of contraceptives on site does not result in an 
increase in the percentages of students who are sexually 
experienced, does not result in a decrease in the sean age at first 
intercourse asong sexually experienced students, nor does it result 
in an increase in the frequency with whicn students er^age in 
intercourse > In fact, in some sites where this has been assessed, 
there was evidence of less sexual activity among students attending 
the clinic schools conspared to the non-clinic schools. The 
percentages of sexually experienced students in oany schools is 
very high sometimes over 85% — regardless of whether an SBC is

Sma of tteaa rac^nandationa inoliida: l) givii^ a 
hi:ih priority to pragnancy ai^ STO pnvention ; 2) conducting »oro 
outraach into tha acfaool; 3) identify ing ami targeting atudanta 
engaged in sexual activity; 4) taaking contraceptives availahle 
through the clinic; 5) inplementing effective follow-up procedures; 
and 6) euqshasizing condoms and male responsibility. 

When t*^e ovarvhelning majority - S4% - of teen pregnancies are 
unintended, it is clear that sore effectivfj prevention efforts are 
necessary. It is high ti»e to reassess the strategies of the last 
decade. Teenagers neei sexuality ouuoation that is both accurate 
and couprehensive in its discussion of birth control options, 
including abstinence. They need confidential access to family 
planning services and reproductive health care. And they need all 
this both before and after they become sexually active. 

Reducing the rates of too-early childbearing in this country 
is within our reach. Education is one Key to prevention; access 
to services is another. So too is a commitment to ensuring that 
all teenagers have access to comprehensive health care and real 
options for their futures. School-based and school-linked clinics 
are one of many strategies that show promise for achieving these 
goals.
